Verdict of "Hot Guilty" After Ten 
Months' Imprisonment. 

On Monday of last week the Boone Crim- 
inal Court was convened in special session 
by Judge J. S. Boyd, of the 12th Judicial 
District, for the trial of Ira Percival, who 
had at a previous term beon indicted for the 
murder of Dr. R. H. Brashier, in Union, this 
county, on the 16th day of last February. 
The Judge arrived at an early hour Mon- 
day morning, hut found no State's Attorney, 
or anyone wbo knew anything about him. 
It was r.enr 12 m. when court was opened 
and adjourned till 1:80 p. m. to await the ar- 
rival of the S*ateV representative. At 1:20,^ 
when court opened, the Commonwealth's 
Attornpy was still missing. By this time 
Judge Boyd began getting impatient, arid 
seemed at ono time inclined to adjourn court 
and return home, not being able to obtain an 
a itorney who would prosecute for- tho Com- 
mon wealth. Finally be ordered the Sheriff 
to proceed to summon 100 men and have 
them in town by 9 a. m. next day, for the 
purpose of obtaining^ jury, thinking proba- 
bly Mr. Montfort would then be here.

Washimotox, D. C, Jan. 19, loT*-. 
Congress has again dropped into the old 
routine vt business. The opportunity to 
visit thviir constituencies during the vacation, 
and thus he brought Into Immediate 
with the want and suffering of the people— 
the utter loss of confidence and tho prostra- 
tion of business — it might have been sup- 
posed would have aroused these legislators to 
return to their labors deter mi^-d to. settle 
some of the financial questions that now 
more than anything else, the country de- 
mands. No such results are likely to follow. 
A score of investigations have been author- 
ized as tho first important business, with au- 
thority to send for papers and persons, and 
nearly a million dollars will be spent for 
what amounts to nothing. This sum, by 
suitable legislation, might be made the means 
of furnishing bread to the starving poor. 
Were it possible for a truce to bo agreed to 
belweea the two parties for say sixty days, 
and let the partisans rise to the dignity of 
patriots, and Use their energies ia honest 
work on the two groat proWems, ♦uaaees, 
and tabor-, they wotald be blessed by the 

whole oramflry .. „ 

Secretary Sherman has asked Congress to 
allow him to use some loose funds which he 
has on hand to pay nearly a hundred women 
who are temporarily employed, and to whom 
a discbarge means want and misery. If Con- 
gress does not allow it, it will be a good time 
to show up certain members who talk econ- 
omy on the floor of the House, and practice 
anything else outside at the expense of the 
pedpte. Economy is one thing and mean 
ness quite another. Congressional economy 
means to fasten «p ones o*n pocket tight, 
and take everything out of Uncle Sam's.

Food for Chickens. 

Cornmeal, as we all know, contains 
more fattening properties, in propor- 
tion to the price, than any other sin- 
gle article, though chartge-irrthe man 
ner of giving it will add to the read 
iness with which fowls partake of it. 
Mix raw meal with water for one day's 
. feed, and work it into a stiff dough for 
the next day, and give, occasionally, a 
few kernclsof corn. Once in four hours 
is not too often to feed fowls for fat- 
tening, beginning early in the morn- 



ing and feeding just before they go to 
rest at night, giving at each feed only 
so much as will be entirely eaten at 
once. Salt, in small quantities, mixed 



in cooked food, gives relish to fowls 
rations, as well as our own, and a little 
eayenne should be added. 

These conditions not, only improve 
the appetite of tbe fowls, but give a 
er fiavor-to their flesh for t he t n- 
blc. Give, also for (he sake of vari- 
ety, some raw nits of meat and boiled 
potatoes, or other cooked vegetables.

The Best White Shirts 



Remarkable Fountain in Florida. 

Taking a narrow patTi^T ci 
through some dense underwood, and 
all at once I stood on the bank of the 
Wakulla Springs. There was a basin 
of water one hundrcd_yartla :in diame- 
ter, and almost circular. The thick 
bushes were grown almost to the wa- 
ter's edge,and bowing their heads un- 
der its almost unrippled surface. 1 
stepped into a skiff and pushed off'. 
Some immense fish attracted my atten- 
tion, and I seized spear to strike them. 
The boatman laughed~andr~asked me 
how far below the surface I thought 
they were. I answered about four 
feet. He assured me that they were 
at least twenty feet from me, and so 
they were. The water is of the most 
marvelous transparency. I dropped 
an ordinary pin in the water, forty feet 
deep, and saw its head with perfect 
distinctness as it lay on the bottom. 
As we approached the center, I noticed 
a jagged, grayish limestone rock be- 
neath us, pierced with holes. Through 
t ese holes one seems to look into un- 
fathomable depths. The boat moved 
slowly on, and now we hung trembling 
over the edge of tho sunken cliff,, and 
far below it l ies a dark unfath omable 
abyss. From its gorge conies pouring 
forth, with immense velocity, a living 
river. Pushing on just beyond its 
mpJif^XjiroppfidHt^eii --pea* j^pee 
the water, which is there 190 feet in 
depth, and I clearly saw it shining on 
the bottom. This seems incredible. 
I think the water possesses a magnify- 
ing power. I am confident tbe pie<r0 
could not be seen so clearly from the 
top of a tower 190 feet high. We rowed 
on toward the north side, and sud- 
dedly we perceived the water, the. fish 
which were darting hither and thither, 
the long flexible roots, and the wide, 
luxuriant grasses of the bottom, all 
arrayed in the most brilliant prismatic 
hues. The gentle swell occasioned by 
the boat gave to the whole an undulat- 
ing motion. ; Deathlike stillness 
reigned around, and a more fairy like 
scene I never before "beheld. So great 
is tbe quantity of water here poured 
forth, that it forms a river of itself 
large enough, to float flatboats laden 
laden with cotton. The planter who 
lives here has thus transported his cot- 
ton to St. Mark's. Near the fountain 
we saw some of the remains of a mas- 
todon which had been .taken from it.

Seaton, cashier of the Hunk of New 
York, makes the following announcement, as 
per act of Congress: "Gold and silver coin 
shall be received at the following rates, that 
is to say, the gold coins of France, England, 
Spain and "Portugal, and all other gold coin of 
equal fineness, at 89 cents for every penny- 
weight, the Mexican dollar at 100 cents, the 
crown of France and England at $1 11, and

There are times,undoubtedly like those 
in '1873, when a sudden loss of confi- 
dence precipitates into bankruptcy 
thousands whose failure is an irreme- 
diable loss ; but in ordinary times, and 
even in a3 hard times as those through 
which we have passed during 1877, the 
business failure as a rule is a positive 
benefit to the community. We refer, 
of course' to those failures only which 
are honestly entitled to be called such, 
and not to those tainted with specula- 
tion, trickery or fraud ; to the failures 
which result from an inability to meet 
present obligations, or to make such a 
showing of solvency as enables credi- 
tors to safely grant extensions. In 
every gueh case failure, though unfort- 
unate for the victim, is a positive 
gain for the community. It is She 
pricking of a bubble.the dethronement 
of a sham, a step in the direction of 
putting the busines s oi__ih e country 
upon a stable footing. The continu- 
ance in a c tive bu s in e s s of men-or ^rm» 
who are insolvent, and who have no 
reasonable prospects of releasing them- 
selves from that condition, is a draw- 
back upon the solvent business of the 
country; and every time one of such 
men or firms fail the general business 
is lightened of a burden, which is non* 



the less such because its weight is not 
fully realized. 

Any one who will take the trouble 
toTtinover in his mind ^he failures 
within his knowledge during the past 
year will see, we are confident, that 
the rule is as we have stated it. 
Among them there may have been 
some where a continuance of the strug- 
gle would have been advantageous, 
not only to the debtor but to creditors. 
There undoubtedly were cases where 
the debtors were actually solve nt and 
whore indiscretion in forcing them en-

ham as much 
will lie on a 
nickel, then rub on about atablespoon- 
lul of common molasses, o*r the same 
quantity of brown sugar. To prevent 
damage by skippers, the "fleshy" part 
may be covered with black pepper. 
After acting in accordance with the 
foregoing instructions, the next step 
is to cover the whole with salt, packed 
on and rubbed in the hock. Place the 
pieces in a box, not more than three 
feet deep at first, and in from four to 
six weeks, depending on whether the 
weather is cold or moderate, the meat 
wil be ready to smoke with green 
hickory or sugar tree. Do not "heat" 
in smoking. Cured thus the sweet- 
ness of "country harila" can bo made , 
lhe amount of saltpeter and molasses 
may be slightly varied to suite the size 
01 the meat, and also it must be re- 
membered thatlmall meat will take 
salt sooner than large ; meat does not 
take salt when frozen. People do not 
usually sugar cure shoulders, out onlv 
salt and smoke them. Porkpackers 
make a pi cklo of saltpeter, etc., in 
brine. Each packing house has its 
own peculiar recipe, but no house can 
surpass a "country" ham quickly cured

To the Editor of the Recorder: 

Such is the caption of an article I notice 
in the Recorder of a few weeks since, to 
which I propose to respond in a brief, but 
very pointed and po si t ive manner. And in 
doing so, I do not propose going beyond the 
truths so solemnly taught in God'* Holy 
Word. Nor do I wish to court any contro- 
versy with any of my fellow-beings ; yet I 
am ever open to conviction, and if any man 
can convince me of my error in believing 
God's Word, as I read it, I am willing to 
acknowledge my error. 

Ia there a place of punishment beyond the 
grave? Gladly would men erase such adoc- 
trine from the creed of Christian faith. Fain 
would they soothe their conscience to rest 
with the belief that the doctrines of the Bi- 
ble in regard to such a place are but mere 
fables. Fain would tbey believe that God- 
is too good a being to punish His creatures 
whom He has made in an eternal hell. But 
when we look at tbe perfections of Deity 
Himself, and when we read that He is so 
pure and so holy that He can not look upon 
nor suffer the least appearance of sin, and 
when we read that nothing that dcfilctli shall 
in any wiae enter to mar the purity of the 
heavenly world, can we doubt for ,one mo- 
ment tbe existence of a place of future pun- 
ishment of the wicked and all the nations 
that forget God? 

Again, wheu we look at man as he is in a 
state of nature, loving darkness rather than 
light, forgetting God, loving the path of sin 
more than the path of holiness, his. whole na- 
ture full of sin and moral corruption, oan we 
suppose for one moment that man, dying in 
this cond ition— that he would, or could, ever 
be-happy for one moment in a world of per-- 
feet purity and bliss, where no sin is found? 
Such n supposition is contrary to all human 
experience. 

If we reason from analysis, the truth is tbe 
same. Take a wicked man; place him in the 
society of tbe Christian man but for one 
short hour, and he is the mo it miserable of 
all God's creation. Here, in such society, he 
can not swear, and curse and engage in sin. 
This every man kuows by experience. But 
what is one short hour to eternity? If man 
in a wicked, unconverted state oan not en- 
dure the society of the good for one hour 
hero on earth, how, we ask, can he live to all 
eternity with the pure and holy in the heav- 
enly world, if he should die in his sins? The. 
argument falls to the ground defenseless. 

Again, it is said in Holy Writ that "Now 
is the accepted time, now is tbe day of salva- 
tion ;** that "there is no repentance beyond 
the grave, but after death the judgment;" 
plainly intimating that if man would escape 
tbe punishment of sin after death, bo must 
repent in this life. 

Again. "The wicked shall be turned into 
hell with all the nations that forget God." 
Now, if tbe grave is meant by the word hell, 
as some would-be theologians assert, then we 
ask, what becomos of all the good, and those 
who love God and do hia will ? Do we not 
know from observation that the grave is tbe 
receptacle of all alike? Do we not see the 
good and the bad alike laid in the cold and 
silent grave to rest? Do we not follow the 
good of earth to the grave and consign them 
to tho arras of Mother Earth — earth to earth 
and dust to dust? Do we not perform for 
them the last sad office of affection, the same 
as we do for the wicked ? Then, if these 
things be so, which it can sot he denied that 
theyaro, for every day^we live only proves 

must be false.

The art of assessing property for taxation 
and the law defining the duties of the Assessor 
have, through some kind of legerdemain long 
approved by tbe people, become distinct and 
antagonistic things. The law says, assess 
property a t its val ue; the art of assessment 



them to be so, the argument 
No theology can sustain it, and the Word of 
God stands as firm and unshaken as the eter- 
nal battlements and towers of heaven.

says, the law is a fallacy— 'assess property, as 
near as possible to suit the owner's conveni- 
ence, should he be willing to stand a 30 per 
cent, valuation. The law commands an as- 
sessment of the value of the property. The 
art enforces a disregard of the law, and sub- 
stitutes a custom by which property ia assessed 
at various rates, anywhere between 25 and 75 
per cent of its value. 

Now, with the law requiring one thing, 
and tbe art, with the approval of the people, 
requiring another very different thing, a per- 
tinent question to our aspirants Tor the hon- 
ors is, if elected, will you be guided by the 
law as written in the statute books, or by the 
custom, as sanctioned by age and tbe voice 
of the multitude? Boone wants justice end 
equality. She is as ready to pay taxes upon 
a fair value of her property as any county 
in the State ; but we do not proposo to pay 
upon a fall valuation, while other' counties 
pay upon a 80 per cent, valuation, law or no 
law. • 

Another question. Will our candidates 
post themselves, so as to be able to assess 
Boone at the prevailing standard of -vntaa- 
tion through tbe State, and thus insure- as 
s>mething like equality in tax paying? The 
more this subject is discussed, the more will 
its importance to the people develop itself. 
But this article ia too long now. \\.

Every Mas a Soldier. 
The military system of almost •>'«!•; 
country in Europe makes every able- 
bodied mas liable to eervice. In En- 
gland it ta dfSerent, but a London 
journal finds a compensation in the 
fact that since .the beginning of the 
volunteer organization, about sevon* 
teen years ago, above 800,000 English- 
men have passed through its ranks or 
are now numbered in them. It is 
something to know, remarks our con- 
temporary, that fully 800,000 of the 
flower of youth and manhood have re- 
ceived a certain amount of military 
drill and training as well as familiarity 
with the use of weapons and an ele- 
mentary acquaintance with military 
evolutions-. No doubt the training 
must, in a multitude of cases, have 
been superficial and short-lived, and 
probably in no case did it reach the 
mechanical perfection which in Ger- 
many, for instance, goes to make up 
the citizen soldier. More important 
still, thousands— perhaps the ma- 
jority— of the 732,911 enumerated as 
having left the ranks, had no opportu- 
nity o? resuming their military educa- 
tion or used any endeavor to retain 
the little they had acquired. On the 
Continent once a soldier, always a sol- 
dier, since the conscript is liable in 
one capacity or other, even to the verge 
of old age, and no citizen is allowed to 
forgct.that he has learned if periodical 
mu gt sring s can refr e ah~iiig m e mo r y.

Prospect* of the Pay meat of the State 
Debts of Virginia and Tennessee. 

The New York Tribune says the 
Virginia representatives, who have 
been in consultation with the Funding 
Association, have left the city to be 
present at the session of the Legisla- 
ture, which meets to-morrow at Rich- 
mond. They will advocate the paying 
of two- thirds of the orignal debt at par 
with bonds bearingtour per cent. An 
agen^will be se n t to - Richmond next 
week with an act to provide for the 
funding of 831,000,000 of the State 
debt at par, leaving the $15,000,000 
apportioned to West Virginia for 
future considerati on. The members 
otthe association are hopeful of getting 
the whole debt of Virginia paid 
eventually. Information has been re- 
ceived from Knoxville, Nashville, 
Memphis, and OtheT* cities' in Ten- 
nessee, showing indignation at the ac- 
tion of the Legislature's defeating the 
action of the sixty per cent, funding 
scheme. The opinion among mem- 
bers of the Funding Association is 
that when the Legislature meets again, 
there will be no trouble in securirg the 
passage ofa bill providing for the fund- 
of 822,000,000 of the bonded debt on 
the basis of 66$ per cent, with five per 
cent, interest. The association has 
a circular designating various

Wheat is becoming a staple of still 
gimter importance to the Kentucky 
farmers each year, and, by the proper 
use of chemical fertilizers, canT^be 
made the most lucrative crop grown in 
the State.

Its 
culture has everywhere marked the 
status of civilization, and it is a curi- 
ous fact that throughout the globe | 
there is not. a semi-civilized nation j 
where the wheat plant is not cultiva- 
ted.

As a consequence,the eyes of a major- 
ity of the nations of the earth have been 
bent upon Romo inquiringly until the 
20th inst., when the news was flashed 
over the wires that Cardinal Giacco- 
mo Pecci, an Italian, had been elected 
to the Papal Chair, and that he had 
assumed thrmame of Pope Leo XII. 
This ne ws n as w ell g re eted, ' from The 
fact that accompanying the news was 
the statement that Pecci belonged to 
tliedas^of Cardinals known as the 
Moderates, a party which, with- 
out formally renouncing the right of 
the Holy See,nckuo w l c dg e s th e w isdom - 
of submitting to tho decrees of Prov- 
idence, accept ing what seems Ttrbe __•- 
revokably accomplished facts. Pecci 
is a tall man,with a high forehead nar- 
rowing at the temples, a long face and 
and straight features,and issixtyieight 
yers of age. He was a warm personal 
friend of tho deceased Pope, and in 
ch_rcter is described a man of 
great piety and a blameless life. 
Ho' was elected on the— third ballot. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer gives the fol- 
lowing biographical sketch of him : 

Cardinal Pecci was born in Carpinetum, 
in the Diocese of Anagria, Italy, on the 2nd 
of March 1810, and is therefore almost sixty- 
eight years of age. " He took holy orders at 
an early age, and was appointed to tire Arch- 
bishopric of Perugia, in the Papal States, in 
1810, by George the XVI. He was created 
Cardinal by Pius IX., on tho 10th of Decem- 
ber, 1853, with title of Chrj soginus. After 
his advancement to tho Cardinaiate, he was 
called upon to preside over the Congregation 
of Bishops and Regulars, arid was also at- 
tached to the Congregations of Sacred Rites 
and Regular Discipline. He acted as proc- 
tor of Third Order of St. Francis in Assissi, 
and was one of the lcaing Cardinal* of the 
Vatician Council, having, in conjunction with 
Cardi.al Billo, prepared the matter for the 
Council. He waen great favorite with the 
late Pontiff, who Appointed him Cnmerlengo 
of tho Vatican Pajacc. As Camcrlengo he 
is custodian of the .Fishcrmans' ring after the 
death of the Pope, and presents it to his suc- 
cessor. In this instance he will have to 
present it to himself as choice of the Conclave.

■Suffice it to say bere, in reference to the 
otfier ••hell" passages quoted, we firmly be- 
lieve the troth conveyed inencb, and-avtbn - 
tame time believe and "trust in the living 
God, who is tbe Saviour *f all men." I. Tim., 
iv„ 10. 

And now witb regard to tbe last passage, 
which he so fully and intensively quotes, we 
will apprise him of our knowledge of the ex- 
istence ol the passage. We have rend it fre- 
quently, and deliberated seriously thereon, 
and no doubt the other readers of bis article 
bare Bibles and have previously rend it.

A human skeleton, believed bv our profes- 
sional anatomists to be that of 'a large man 
was brought to light. An arrow-«nt was 
found under the left breast of the skeleton. 
The skull and other remains were remark- 
ably well preserved. None can conjocture 
with certainty the ageof the remains. Deer's 
horns and a variety of petrified unfcpown 
are among the antiquities. The entrance is 
perpendicular, about five feet long, two 
wide and fifteen deep. The entrance chamv 
beris about six 1e«T u?ghr~ahd wide, with 
halls leading east and west; the termina- 
tion of tbese are hot yet explored. Lnrge 
crowds of people visit daily, and bonfires 
are blaring around its mouth. We counted 
thirty-five persons present, among whom 
were S. W. Smith, Esq., and Mr. O. B. 
Clnxton, the discoverer. Over one bushel 
of bones of unknown specie lie-at the en- 
trance. The full extent of the internal ter- 
mination of this subterraneous cavern will 



be made public as soon as some earth and 
rock are removed which fell from the ceil- 
ing and have chocked the main passage. 
We await the arrival of geological .scientists 
for future developments.— Owon Newa,

Washington, D. C, March 10, 1878.

also publish. In the first section of the 
amendment we find the duty of collect- 
ing the poll tax assessed for road par- 
poses is taken from the Sheriff and 
pnt upon the sererar Superrisors of 
roads, each Supervisor collecting the 
tax in his district This, we hare no 
doubt, is » very good change, from the 
fact that the Supervisors have a bet- 
ter advantage to collect the tax than 
the Sheriff now has. 

The second section is amendatory 
to section aiA of the old law, which re- 
quires the Supervisors of roads to no- 
tify the hands, between the first day 
of April and the first day of July in 
each year, to work the roads If Ihey 
choosc to pay their poll tax in this 
way. The amendment extends the 
time for working roads to the first of 
September. It requires of each Su- 
pervisor a verified settlement with 
the County Court on the first Monday 

January,8 howing e x ac tly what h e has 
done in the way of collecting and dis- 
bursing the road tax in his respective 
district. This section provides for and 
tells what is to be done with the de- 
linquent list t ha t m ay be returned from 
time to time. We fail to see the ne- 
cessity of taking the list of delin quents 
ou t of thojliands of the Supervisors and 
putting it in the hands of the Consta- 
bles who will not give it the atten- 
tion that the officer from whom it was 
taken would. 

The third section fixes the mode of 
getting rid of derelict Supervisors, who 
might be tempted to apply the funds 
collected to their own use"rather than 
to the keeping of roads in repair. It, 
no doubt, would have been as well to 
have required of the Supervisorea bond 
to discharge the|duties of their office in 
the proper manner. This is required 
of all other collecting officers. 

The fourth section of the amendment 
gives the amount of fine to which a 
removed Supervisor may be subjected 
in case he fails to turn over to his suc- 
cessor, in a certain specified time, all 
the road money in his hands at the 
time of his removal from his office. 
The penalty is a pretty severe on«, if 
the jury before whom he is tried should 

desire to give the extent of the law.

Hot Springs, Ark., March 18, 1878. 
7b the Editor of the Recorder: 

I received a Recorder to-day, and 
find an article with my name attached, 
and immediately below, in large let- 
ters, "Is There a Hell?" I do not know 
what was intended by it, whether to 
find out if there is such a place, 
or whether you were mad at receiving 
such an article and was forced to set 
that on my heels to scare me off. But 
bluff is the game in Arkansas. A man 
Will do a great many things here that 
he would scorn to do at home. So 
here goes again. If the first was the 
caune. and there are sbma^EoKftlifl™ 
there is no such place, send them to 
Hot Springs, the nearest spot on earth 
It will cure in three days or no charge 
That there is a hell is the first thing of 
which a man becomes convinced after 
arriving here. If not satisfied there is 
such a plaoe, in about one week he 
will think there ought to be two, one 
mt this part of the community and 
another for the rest of mankind. It 
is told here that the first Arkansas 
traveler who came through here, saw 
the curious formation which has the 
appearance of burnt stone, and also 
discovered the fine spring the water 
of which he concluded to taste. The 
water scalded his mouth, when he 
broke for his wagon, and shouted to 
the boy, "John, drive back, hell's not 
a mile from here." Some of the visit- 
ors are of the opinion that this place 
is only a resort for the wicked of the 
New World.and after it becomes more 
famous, and all the scoundrels and 
villians of this continent collect here, 
it, like Sodom and Gomorrah of old, 
will be destroyed by fire, not having a 
good man to save it.

Style of firm— Sumpter, Latta & Co. 
Sumpter is a leading member of the 
Methodist church (I mean no disre- 
spect to the church). Latta, a son-in- 
law of Parson Brownlow, and Co., the 
father of some whisky fraud, or 
railroad swindle. A few days gave 
me a fine opportunity to scrutinize the 
phiz of Latta. and I concluded 825 
was enough, it not too much, in his 
bank.

The Bank claimed to be 
able to pay only twenty per cent, at 
that time, but would pay the remain- 
der the week following. I tried for 
all mine, but ten dollars was enough 
for any one man, in the opinion of 
Mr. Latta. He thought in a week wc 
would need the remainder, so call 
around then and get it. That face of 
his caused me to long to see the next 
week come. On the day for me to 
make my draw a new sign was hung 
out, "Gone into Liquidation." I was 
surprised. I had no idea of being 
paid. I thought the sign meant walk 
in and get your money. We found, 
however, in Arkansas, liquidation 
means I will pay you whatever I please, 

and you can accept it or not. 

The Hank claims it owed 824,000, 
and had something over $6,000 in the 
vault and a bank balance of over 82,- 
000, and five or ten hundred coming 
from the burned district, nnd not men- 
tioning any debts outstanding by which 
they might realize something. On 
this statement they are willing to pay 
about fifteen per cent Is not this a 
convincing argument that if there is 
no hell one ought to be manufactured 
immediately? 

I suppose I was one of the smallest 
depositors, the largest being an old 
gentleman who came here for the pur- 
pose of mining and placed 82,400 in 
the bank for tafe keeping. This was 
about all he had. A great many per- 
sons were here for treatment and 
having but little money placed it in 
the bank to defray their expenses here 
and carry them back home to their 
families. The Bank closed with all 
they had, and they stay as long as the 
hotels will keep them, and then get 
home any way they can. While some 
have passes home others have to foot 
it, and some are furnished money from 
home, while others are waiting from 
day to day, to get the little morsel that 
will be handed out to them by the 
State Bank of Arkansas. 

The officers of the defunct bank 
called a meeting of the creditors to be 
held one evening in the Park. Pre- 
vious to this, the creditors held a meet- 
ing in which they denounced the pro- 
ceedings, and asked that a competent 
book-keeper be allowed to see the 
books kept by the bank. The officers 
agreed to meet them at the Park, and 
give them a clear showing of the books. 
The books were there, but it was ea- 
sier to read from a piece of paper, the 
statement before mentioned, and it 
would not do for everybody to handle 
bank books, consequently you must 
accept my figures, saieth Mr. Latta. 

It is said Mr. Latta and his book- 
keeper each had a large revolver in 
hi« vest, to prevent, I suppose, the 
cripples from running over them in 
trying to get their money to go home 
on.

Let 
it be borne in mind that the noun oion, 
from which the adjective aionirn (ren- 
dered everlasting, &c.) is derived, in 
the Septuagint, is a translation of the 
corresponding Hebrew word olim. We 
read in our English Bible of everlasting 
hills (Gen. xlix, 26), of the everlasting 
doors of the Jewish temple (Ps. xxiv., 
7), showing it qualifies other things of 
a limited duration besides the Jewish 
age, this age, &c. Hence, as we are to 
determine the meaning of a word by 
Us usage, we prefer the definition of 
Schleusner on aion to the brother's: 
"Any space of time, whether longer or 
shorter, past, present or future, (o-be-- 
deter mined by the person or thing spoken 
of and the scope oj the subjects,'' &c.

This definition accommodates its usage 
Tie person or thing spoken of must 
determine its duration. If applied to 
God or eternity, no doubt but it means 
endless ; if applied to things limited 
in nature* it can not mean endless. Now 
consider in this light that punishment 
is remedial (Prov. iii., 11) and neces- 
sarily limited in nature ; that "I (God) 
will not contend forever, neither will I 
be always wroth, for the spirit shoidd 
fail before me and the souls which I have 
made."

From the definition 
given, conceding it (annum) is some- 
times applied to things temporal, he 
will first have to prove the passage ap- 
plies to eternity before he proves it 
teaches future endless punishment 
If we tell him there are believers in 
endleBS punishment making a different 



punishments, or any peaceable fruits of 
righteousness coming therefrom. So 
much for this. With regard to the 
everlasting fire (to pur to aionioti) oc- 
curring in the passage, we need not 
especially treat on it in this, as our ar- 
guments above will have to be noticed 
before there will be any demand for 
anything further from us on this. 

He qnotes another passage in which 
aionion is used in connection with pun- 
ishment from II. Thess. i., 9.T his pas- 
sage does not refer to eternity, as the 
candor of some believers in endless 
punishment leads them to admit (Dr. 
Hammond, Lightfoot, &c), and so we 
invite him to examine into the matter 
more thoroughly, as he will, owing to 
his own putting of moitwn, have to 
prove it refers to eternity before he can 
wrench endless punishment from it. 
The word olethron, here rendered de- 
struction, occurs four times in the 
Testament. Its use in I. Cor. v., 5, 
shows it does not mean endless pun- 
ishment: "Deliver such a one to 
Satan for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit may be saved in the day 
of the Lord Jesus." We will pass.

therefore, is that the greatest loss 
life is due not to the lack of safe ves- 
sels, but to failure in judgment, or the 
incompetence of those who handle 
them. 

Thirty-four 8teamers,as above stated 
have been wrecked, and an inspection 
of the localities where the wrecks oc- 
curred shows that several have hap- 
pened in about the same vicinity. For 
example, the City of New York in 1861 
and the Chicago in 1868 were both 
wrecked on Daunt's Rock, near Queens 
town. No less than twelve have been 
destroyed on the coasts of Nova Sco- 
tia and Newfoundland. It may be 
asked if vessels cannot be built strong 
enough to withstand driving upon the 
rocks, as in the case of the Atlantic 
and the Schiller, at least for a suffi- 
cient time to allow the passenges and 
crew to obtain assistance or to make 
their escape ; but here the question of 
cost obtrudes itself, and the answer of 
those who have considered the sub- 
ject is that vessels cannot be so con- 
structed and yet profitably used. Tak- 
ing this into account with the aggre- 
gate number of lives lest, in all 4,780, 
and it will be evident that the prob- 
lem of reducing the dangers of the sea, 
becom es, as we have frequently urged, 
one depending upon the efficiency of 
life saving inventions. Devices which 
will keep large numbers of people 
afloat for considerable periods, devices 
that will keep individuals abov e water 
that can be rapidly adjusted to the 
person with no possibility ot mistake, 
devices for taking lines from the

It has been observed that a small 
quantity of beef tea, added to other 
articles of nutrition, augments their 
power out of all proportion to-the ad- 
ditional amount of solid matter.

To t/ie Editor of the Recorder : 

Now that the iazy days of spring are

Sacred Volume w» will say, through 
the medium of Jesus He will save 
them." "Thou shalt call His name 
Jesus, for He shall save His people from 
their sins. (Matt. i. 21.) He gave Him- 
self a ransom for all, to b& testified in 
due time. (I. Tim. ii. 6.) TestiEed 
bow? It was already testified theoret- 
ically; it was to bo practically, by ac- 
tually saving them. That was tbeonl^ 
testimony yet to be. Again "'(PET. u. 
10) we are told, "Every tongue shall 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the 
glory of God the Father." As "with 
the mouth conf es sio n is made unto sal- 
vation" (Rom. x. 10) well did the Apos- 
tle say confess "to the glory of 0bd." 
Bat we must forbear giving many other 
passages in our mind. These show they 
will be saved from their sins, not in 
them, mind you, through Christ and 
t o t ho glory of God— a blessed arid 
GocFhononiig consummation!!

former, though but a tenant,' occupies 
in many cases, generation after gen- 
eration, for a longer period -than the 
history of this conntry dates, while 
the American hardly ever appears to 
he a permanent resident, though -he 
owns his land, butllA always waiting 
for another -ehance tovturn up. 

Another thing ; the expenses of the 
English farmer arc less than those of 
the American, and they do much more 
work and take a much more active in- 
terest in the affairs of the farm, arid 
this is not confined to the male por- 
tion of the family. Call upon the 
English former on. business; if he is 
not at home, his wife will transact it 
all the same ; give aft the information 
'required in regard to the stock or 
crops; she will show you over the 
form, show the stock and describe their 
points. Remember, she is the daugh- 
ter of a farmer, and before the times of 
horse-reapers, would go to the grain 
field and reap the same as a man; 
would do the milking and feeding if

Fore, was born and brought up in the 
neighborhood of Shelby ville, My., and, 
inheriting wealth in his early years, 
bad eYery-adVantage attaching thereto. 
On tlve 13th of October, 1878, he mar- 
ried Miss Aliee N. Babcock, daughter 
*- of Her. tWm. R. -Babcoek-. of-thie eity. 
The yoong husband had 326,000 in 
eashVbesides Valuable lands in his na- 
tive State, and a bright future lay be- 
fore them. He was classed among the 
Vising young men of the country. But 
in less than three years after their mar- 
riage his money was all gone and his

Cutting and Caring of Hay 

For dairy purposes, and feeding 
young cattle and growing animals, a 
ton of early cut and cured hay is worth 
from two to three dollars more than 
the same hay if allowed to stand till 
the seed are ripe. But where it is" to 
JlflJcd to working-horses, mules or ox 
s a part o* the fiat iyTations, grass 
which i.s allowed to stand in the field 
till the seed are almost or fully ripe is 
much to be preferred. Indeed, for 
lively teams, or for horses or mules 
which are put to hard or fast work, 
early cat hay always proves more or 
less injurious. And the explanation 
seems to be this. VNVhen grass is cut 
before it is fully ripo, or just at the 
period of full bloom, all the gum and 
starch and non-mineral nutritive mat- 
ter is contained therein that ever will 
bo. When, however, the grass stands 
till the seed is ripe, in the process of 
ripeneing, and not before, a good 
share of phosphoric acid (the substance 
#st of which bone is made) is taken 
up from the soil to form the seed — 
and the seed it is which gives the tonic 
property and strengthening quality of 
therfp«rg»a(»mad«'m»ohay oyer green 
jrass cured in the same manner.

It is next insisted that the man- 
damus should not have been awarded, 
because the act authorizing the levy 
and collection of a tax has expired by 
its own umita£iojfc_We have already 
seen that a levy was made at the July 
term of the County Court in 1872 for 
the whole amount estimated to bejaec- 
essary.to pay the debt, and a Collector 
was then appointed and was ordered 
to "proceed on and after th^lst day 
of October, 1872, to collect said as- 
sessment" 

It is not. claimed that the power of 
the Counjy Court to make the levy 
had then expired, and we see no rea- 
son for holding that the levy was not 
valid; and we have already decided 
that it is now too late to question or 
correct it Nor did the appellee ask 
to have it corrected, or to have a new 
levy made. All they asked was to 
have a Collector appointed to collect, 
and a Treasurer to reoeive and dis- 
burse, the money.* 

But the only power- the court ever 
possessed to appoint either a Collector 
or Treasurer was derived from the 
Bounty Fund acts, and tbiLonlyjower 
of-the Collector to collect the tax is 
derived from the same source, and the 
question whether these acts are still 
in torce bo far as to authorize the ap- 
pointment of a Collector and Treas- 
urer, and the collection of the tax by

"and shall levy and collect such ad 
valorem tax upon the real and personal

The act also provided for the appoint-

In a late report Commissonor Davie 
says,iuregare to fences v "The increas- 
ing scarcity of timber in some of the 
more thickly settled counties in the 
State warns us that it is time to begin 
to fix up a new system of fencing laws 
adapted to the new order of things. 
In North Carolina three or four years 
ago, a law was passed allowing the cit- 
izens the right to vote a tax upon them- 
selves sufficient to pay tor making a 
good fence around the entire county, 
with first class gates across all the 
public highways leading to other coun- 
ties. Two or more counties could also 
join in the same enterprise ; or,in case 
a county refuse to tax itself, then any 
district could vote a tax and fence 
in the district, all live stock to be kept 
inclosed by the owners under a heavy 
penalty. Several counties have voted 
the tax and built the necessary county 
fences, so that the crops in these coun- 
ties can be grown on the commmons. 
They report that experience shows 
that the saving in labor, timber and 
money in the counties thus acting is 
over 500 per cent, above the cost of 
the tax. I would suggest to the citi- 
zens of several of the thickly settled 
counties in Kentucky to have such lo- 
cal laws passed for their benefit by the 
Legislature." It is not the stock of 
persons in adjoining counties the troub- 
le is over in Boone, so the proposition 
to put a wire fence around the county 
will not be sprung.

there will be a chance to vote on the 
amendment. We can not see the ad- 
vantage, for it carried, persons having 
bad fencing, and under four feet in 
height,cannot getdamagefrom owners 
of breachy stock. We contend that 
the law, as it now is, carried out is an 
advantage to a great many persons 
who have large farms and but little 
timber, and bad fcn.ing, and the 
poor man who has a small lot and 
hardly any fence. What arc such per- 
sons going to do, repair their fences or 
let their vegetables be destroyed by 
the stock ? Such has been the case 
and will be ag.;in. There are a great 
many persons against the law, and if 
stock bothers them, they howl and la- 
ment fearfully. The great trouble is, 
Eeople have pastured on the public 
ighways so long, that an enforcement 
of the law sends up the cry, "you are 
taking the poor man's rights from him." 
The excuse of some is, they have no 
place in which to keep their stock. 
We say sell one-half to keep the other. 
It is better to keep half the number of 
stock and keep them in good condi- 
tion than have them running at large, 
half starved, and annoying^your neigh- 
bors. If the grass on the commons 
goes to waste that is nobody's busi- 
ness except the owner. Public high- 
ways are for travel and not for stock 
pens. It is much cheaper to pasture 
on the commons than to pay some 
man for pasturing stock, though the 
latter is much the better to keep 
friends. We hope the voters will con- 
aider this matter and see if they will 
not be benefited by fencing against 
their own stock more than to have to 
fence against breachy stock running 
at large. Where there is a poor man 
who has a cow, and no place to past- 
ure her, wo would not say so much 
against giving the poor man a chance, 
but the well-to-do will tukc advantage 
of this and turn their^itdieTro¥rtotres- 
pass and think no harm is done ; they 
may think but don't care.

Why It is Hot. 

Perhaps few people outside of those 
who have made the weather a special 
study realize why we should have those 
"heated terms," and why the pastwin- 
fer should have been so warm, and 
now why these summer months should 
be so hot ; and yet it is as easy to un- 

nrleratand as that water will seek its 
level, or that air will rush in and fill a 
vacuum. It is a fact beyond contro- 
versy that the wind will be toward the 
center of low barometer. Now, if the 
region of low barometer is in high lat- 
itude, it naturally follows, that to- the 
south, of that point the wind* will be 
from the warm regions of the South; 
while .if the-arca-of low barometer is 
in a low latitude, that the wind north 
of that point will be from the North, 
sfnd therefore cold. 

During the past winter low barom- 
eter followed a higher line of latitude 
^«»n usual, causing over much of the 
country warm South winds, therefore 
we had little protracted cold weather, 
arowl we had what is commonly called 

-an "open winter." This gam 



Four Cents a Day. 
Is machinery, then, really a curse ? 
Were the old ha nil loom weavers in 
England wiao beyond their generation 
when tl>ey tried to destroy ibe ifiven- 
tione of Arkwright and others? Would 
it really be better for this country, or 
for any other, to abolish machinery 
and return to hand labor? The Wash- 
ington speaker told the workingmen 
who listened to him that "the Empire 
of China has kept up its revenues and 
industral pursuits by a system of hand 
labor and by resisting the introduction 
of machinery ;" but he forgot to tell 
them that ihe Chinese laborer gladly 
works for about three or four cents 
per day, lives on rice, and makes meat 
of animals which the American work- 
men would reject with disgust, and 
that the Chinese are but too nappy to 
come to this country of machinery to 
earn a better living. That is to say, 
this lecturer to workingmen gave them 
a onesided and distorted view of an im- 
portant question, and we should have 
thought more highly of the working- 
men who heard him if so me of t hem 
had risen there and theu to expose his 
sophistry. Labor saving machinery, 
so far from being a curse to tho labor- 
ers, has been in many ways a blessing 
to them. It has greatly lightened their 
toil ; it has cheapened products so that 
in ail civilized countries the condition 
cf the laboring class has immensely 
a nd s to a dily improved dm i n g th e last 





have repeatedly a low barometer cen- 
ter along a line of high latitude, caus- 
ing to the South of it southerly, and, 
therefore, warm winds. Low barom- 
et er has started in the Northwest, in 
the neighborhood of Montana and Da- 
kota, and traveled its usual course 
East along on the line of 45 degree* 
#North, and to the north of this, say 
from 45 to 47 and eight degrees, while 
Eigh barometer has remained mostly 
along the Middle and Southern States. 
Hence the southerly winds which heat 
am 1 dry have tended more especially 
inland than along thy seaboard. 

It is rather peculiar that high ba- 
rometer hould have repeated itself so 
many times in succession, and has gone 
generally over the same ground and 
with so little variation. Yet there is 
no accounting for its whims T if I may 
be allowed to associate "whims" with 
natural phenomena. We will have a 
change when low barometer gets on an- 
other course, and I hope it will not be 
along onjthe ocean or up tho extreme 
Northeast; then, and not till then, 
will we have those pleasant summer 
breezes from the West and South, 
and which are so agreeable at this sea- 
son of the year. — Correspondence Na- 
tional Republican.

Gold In Georgia. 

The gradual development of the min- 
eral belt extending through Northern 
Georgia proves that, when a sufficient 
amount of capital shall have been in- 
vested, the-mmes will yield an amount 
of the precious metals commensurate 
with the outlay. Within the past four 
years these mines have been worked 
by the natives, fr om ti me to Ume, ija^ 
the most superficial manner, with the 
rudest appliances. 

The history of early mining in Geor- 
gia is replete with incidents. Large 
amounts were taken from the surface, 
and from shallow pits near Dahlonega. 
From the Passmore vein, over $10,000 
in gold was taken out in twenty days 
from the soft slate. On the John C. 
Calhoun property, situated on the 
banks of the Chestatee River, upon 
coming to the gravel of the former 
river bed, a rich deposit of wash gold 
was found, and in twenty-three days, 
from one pit, $20,000 was derived.

the Body Fields mine, was opened in 
the bed of the Chestatee River. The 
vein was discovered by following up 
the gold deposits on the river. The 
vein was narrow, but very rich, and 
bearing in places as much as half its 
bulk in gold, in ragged, irregular 
masses. When the vein was found, 
the gold was visible for a foot or two 
only; but as theoxcavation progressed 
it was found to extend for several feet, 
and could be distinctly seen by persons 
standing on the bank. The most mag- 
nificent uncrystalized specimens ever 
seen were taken out of this deposit be- 
fore the depth of fifteen feet was 
reached.

In 
blasting the compact rock of which the 
vein is composed, $3,000 worth of gold 
was thrown out at a single blast.

Erayer. He then spoke of Minnie's 
indness and sweetness of disposition. 
Mrs. Tom Thumb, as s he heard her 
sister's tenderness spoken of, fainted 
and was carried from the room. There 
was not a dry eye in the house. After 
another hymn had been sung,six young 
ladies, old friends and mates of Min- 
nie, took their places as pall bearers, 
and then the family, for the last time, 
looked upon Minnie's face. Gen. Tom 
Thumb could not control his grief as 
he turned away from the casket. The 
doors were then opened and the peo- 
ple passed through the parlor, look- 
ing for a few moments at the face of 
the mother and child. It was two 
hours before the last friend had passed 
by and the casket closed. Borne by 
four young men, thecasket was placed 
in the hearse, and, followed by many 
carriages, taken to the village ceme- 
tery. Here, after the benediction, the 
casket was lowered into the grave. 
Many stood near even after the cler- 
gyman had dismissed them. 

The death of Minnie Warren will 
probably end the public appearance 
of the Tom Thumb party. Minnie's 
death was undoubtedly caused by her 
maternal love. Had she listened to

Crop Reports. 



[Department of Agriculture, July 22.] 

Corn. — Area under cultivation, 
rrearly 50,000,000 acres, a slight decline 
from 1877, The decrease is in the 
West. Illinois decrease, 7 per cent., 
er about 670,000 acres. Tiled drained 
Binds show superior crops, but on un- 
drained lands have not recovered from 
excessive rams. Of 1,052 counties re- 
ported 287 average 100, 252 above 100 
and 513 below. Very -few- Western 
counties are above 100*. Texas has 
200,000 acres more area under corn in 
1878 than in 1877. Southern crops are 
remarkably promising. 

Wheat. — The crop of winter wheat 
gathered is very large in the Middle 
States, and in the Ohio Valley it is un- 
exampled in luxuriance. Even in the 
Northwest the winter wheat harvest 
was unusually fine. In the South the 
conditions of growth were unfavorable, 
and hence the low figures of that sec- 
tion bring down the general average 
to 101. Generally,good harvest weather 
is reported, together with an ample sup- 
ply of efficientlabor. The winter wheat 
crop has been secured in good condi- 
tion. With reference to the spring 
wheat Grop, the high condition reported 
io June is again Feported in the East, 
the Northwest and California in July. 
The condition of the whole spring 
wheat crop, taken altogether,, is 106. 

Ryr^sbl-Barlex.— The-condition 
is 10L. A high condition prevails in 
the Eastern, Western and Middle 
States, but in the South, except in 
Alabama and Texas, the amount grown 
is inferior and limited in extent, espe- 
cially barley. 

Oats:— All the States are 100 or i 
above except the following: New 
Hampshire, 99,- Vermont, 98; Mas- 
sachusetts, 95; North Carolina, 91; 
So*tbCaroJina,9&; Georgia, 99; Flor- 
ida, 92; Michigan, 97; Texas, 92; Cal- 
ifornia, 79; Oregon, 80.

Ereviously perpetrated in this State, 
as recently been discovered, amount- 
ing to nothing less than the counter- 
feiting the great seal of the State of 
California, and its application to the 
prodigious schemes of thievery.

Mixed Farming. 

Tlio history of the last ten year 
teaches one important fact in Western 
firming — a greater diversified industry. 
Every farmer should study the capa- 
bilities of his farm. A reckless risk of 
all the labor of the year on one or two 
varieties of products is dangerous in 
the extreme. Nor should farmers sud- 
denly abandon one branch of business 
for the reason that it is unprofitable 
this year. The same cause that will 
induce one man to abandon hog rais- 
ing will induce thousands of others. 
The same way with wheat, barley, or 
corn. And probably the very year 
from this cause which it was supposed 
it would not pay production, results 
in the most profitable crop. All ar- 
ticlesyfrom over production or want of 
demand, experience their-periods of de- 
pression. Corn and hogs follow the in- 
evitable law. But in asuccession of sea- 
sons in the Northwest these have prov- 
en to be the remunerative sources of 
profit. And as the demand in Europe 
fur the hog product is ten fold what it 
was twenty years ago, the present de- 
pression is no cause to abandon so 
profitable a branch of industry. Con- 
tinue to breed the best class, and take 
better care of them. But do not rely 
■wholly on hogs, or horses, or cattle, or 
Jreat, or^orn, or any other one - sta^ 
pic product. Study how many profit- 
able articles can be raised on the farm. 
"Do not put all the eggs in one basket." 
— Iowa Register.

The meat 
must bo well covered with pickle, and 
should not be put dovn for at least 
two days after killing during which 
time it should be slightly sprinkled 
with, powdered saltpcjtVe, which re- 
moves all the surface-nlWd, &c, leav- 
ing the meat fresh and* felean. Some 
omit boiling the pickle p.nd find it to 
answer well, though the\ operation of 
boiling purifies- th« pieklV by throwing 
off the dirt always to be found in salt 
and sugar. If this recipe is strictly 
followed, it will require. onjy a single 
trial to prove its superioriiy over The 
common way, or most ways; of putting 
down meat, and will not soou be aban- 
doned for any other.

may have to work, perhaps, an hour a 
day more to do it. 

The horse has only one product to 
give us — labor. This is a most valua- 
ble one, and industry could not well 
do without it. Still the wheels of in- 
dustry would not stand still if horses 
were swept out of existence. The value 
of caltle is of a manifold nature. The 
cow furnishes milk, cream, curds, but- 
ter and cheese; the refuse, from the 
inamufketures feed hogs*- The ox fur- 
"hishes labor, and, when that is done, 
meat and labor of the most valuable 
kind. According to the report of the 
Commissioner of Customs at Washing- 
ton, the export of butter from the 
United States for 1877 was 21.527,242 
pounds, worth $4,424,616. Ot cheese, 
there was exported 107,364,666 pounds, 
worth $12,700,627. The money value 
of the cows of the country is 1460,- 
000,000. To work the milk products, 
$100,000,000 is required, and the total 
sum invested in the country is quoted at 
$1,420,000,000, including $900,000,000 
in tho land used for pasturage and hay 
and other feed. The export of fresh 
beef to England alone, from January 
1 to August 11, 1877, amounted to 
$1,061,606. Tho total number of 
horses in all North America, in 1876, 
was estimated at 9,504,200. If worth 
on an average £100 each — a large esti- 
mate—it would give $950,420,000, or 
only about $50,000,000 more than the 
investment in land necessary to feed 
the cows of the oountry. We ^e un- 
able to find tho value of neat cattle 
for the same year.

The*tt>ost successful fanner is the 
one who knows how to save and wisely 
apply everything about his premises 
iu the shape of loanwc. After hav- 
ing exhausted every resource 'of his 
own, the farmer can Idok around for 
-emnmercial fertilizers— if he should 
need them. In the fiist place sec that 
everything possible is saved, in the' 
horse stable. I like to have my stable 
nice and clean. 

I have tight floor.of oak planks just 
a little slopping, I keep constantly 
on hand a apply of sawduet, and keep 
the floor littered with it. All liquids 
are absorbed by the sawdust, and 

becomes a very valuable manure. It 
will beat quickly and hpeomc "fire 
fenged" if allowed to accumulate too 
long a time.

The Parasites of the Honey Bee. 

I have investigated this subject for 

two years past, says a correspondent oi 
the Am. Agriculturist, and during the 
past winter have given it special at- 
tention. While examining the dust 
which is found upon the bottom-board 
under a swarm when wintering well, 1 
discovered numerous minute insects. 
I have so far observed six different 
forms, but have not becdme sufficient- 
ly acquainted with them to determtne 
whether or not- they— & ro al l distinct. 
-...—I have studied their h abits and the 

circumstances under which they are 

found to such an extent that 1 feel 
warranted in the behef that much of 
the uneasiness of bees in winter quar- 

— t e rs , and c o nsequent poor success in 
wintering, is largely due to the pres- 
ence of those parasites - .' My observa- 
tions also indicate that immature 
young bees, which are often thrown 
from the hivo during spring a ndsum- 
mcr, sometimcsinlarge numbers, have 
boen destroyed by the insects.

The act of administering the oath of office 
to Judge Hines vacates my position on this 
bench, and before I leave it 1 desire to return 
-my-Mnccn» thanks to the memhers_of the bar 
throughout the State for the uniformly kindly 
manner in which I have been treated during 
my eight years on this b«nch. I now vacate 
the seat. 

Judge Pryor enters upon his second 
term as Chief Justice. Upon the res- 
ignation of Judge Robertson in 1871, 
he was appointed by Gov. Leslie to 
fill the unexpired term, and that term 
being the shortest, he became, under 
the law, Chief Justice— a rather re- 
markable event in the history of the 
court, but one to which the distin- 
guished gentleman proved himself fully 
equal.

the corporation has averaged about 90 
a day out of a fluctuating population 
of 8,000 or 9,000,not mentioning those 
who have died in camps around the 
city.

The number of noble, brave men 
and women who have met their death 
in their efforts to do good to those who 
are suffering are myriads, and among 
those who have suffered, the fever 
seems to have been particularly fatal 
among the Sisters of Charity, whose 
self-imposed duty it has been to s&ooth 
the pillow and wipe the death aw eat 
from the forehead of so many dying 
sufferers.

ces, dead, dying and sick have been 
discovered in the same room and in 
the same bed. One notable instance 
was in the suburbs, a poor woman- 
name unknown— was found lying on 
the floor, having been dead twelve or 
eighteen hours, her infant child, eight 
or nine months old, crying with hun- 
ger and trying to nurture itself, un- 
conscious, poor, innocent thing, that 
its mother's spirit had winged away, 
and that it could never feel a mother's 
fond and loving caress again.

A HERO OF LAKE ERIE. 



Reminiscences of Perry's Famous Vic- 
tory, as Gathered from the Lips of an 
Eye Witness— Experiences Therein of 
the Last Survivor— "I Came to Fight, 
Sir"— An Honorable Record.

the "last survivor" some particulars 
of the great victory, the writer re- 
cently visited him wi th this -o bje c t in 
view. Mr. Norris now resides in a 
neat cottage on the upper side of the 
town of Petersburg, adjoining the fine 
farm which he still owns, and on which 
he lived for nearly fifty years. In his 
youth, and until a few years ago, he 
was physically a fine specimen of 
Western manhood. Although now 
somewhat broken by age and enfeebled 
by disease, the quiet dignity of his com- 
manding appearance could not fail to 
impress the most unobserving. His 
height is six feet, and when he joined 
the army in 1813, he weighed about 
170 pounds. His frame was wiry and 
muscular, and his nerves under ex- 
cellent control. He was one of the 
best of the famous rifle shots of those 
early days; a skillful boxer, having 
taken lessons from an expert in that 
manly art; and in all feats requiring 
strength, activityand address, he stood 
pre-eminent. Many interesting inci- 
dents are related of his daring and 
skill, one of which, although somewhat 
out of place, is worthy of relating here. 
When the volunteers, on their arri- 
val at the fleet, reached the deck of 
Caledonia, the sailors, being a rough 
lot, began boxing them around pretty 
roughly. Mr. Norris stoo d by looking 
on, for he was no t molested; but, see- 
ing that his comrades, unable to defend 
themselves,were being worse and worse 
imposed upon, he said to a burly Irish- 
man, who, from his great site and 
Rreech Loading and-Huzzle -Loading. -streng th, o cc m e d to be tho l o ad er-of- 



which were so short of men as to be al- 
most unfit to go into action. The Com- 
modore's request was for "fighting men, 
and none other but fighting men I" Mr. 
Norrift soon heard of this, and, said he : 

"I thought this was a good chi»..v^. 
I had gone out to fight, and, though my 
time was nearly half out, I hadn't got 
what I went for." 

When the matter of volunteering 
came up for discussion among the rank 
and file, one objection urged against 
going was that they would be com- 
manded by officers of the fleet; but the 
main objection was that that they had 
heard of the barbarous custom of flog- 
ging in the navy, and many could not 
endure the idea of placing themselves 
in a position where a possibility existed 
of having this indignity inflicted upon 
them. 

"But," said Mr. Norris, "I didn't ex- 
pect to get a flogging, for I didn't in- 
tend to do anything that would cause 
me to deserve it."

mane ?" responded the quick-tempered 
Irishman. 

"That's just what I mean," was the 
calm reply. 

This rendered the aggressive sailor 
furious, and, rushing on in his blind 
rage, he attempted to plant his power- 
ful blows on the body of his smaller, 
but more agile, antagonist. These Mr. 
N. easily warded off or skillfully evaded, 
and, watching his opportunity, deliv- 
ered such a well-directed blow, straight 
from the shoulder, that the son of Erin 
was sent sprawling on the deck, whence, 
like another famous hero on a similar 
occasion, "the subsequent prceedings 
interested him no more." This timely 
exhibition of skill and pluck had a 
soothing effect uon the boisterous sail- 
ors, and thenceforth the volunteers 
were not similarly molested. 

John Norris was born in Harford 
County, Maryland, April 13, 1791. His 
father emigrated to Mason County, 
Kentucky, in 1795, whero the subject 
of this sketch grew up to manhood. 
In 1813, after repeated disastrous con- 
flicts with the British and Indians, our 
army_saemeeL no longenable to hold 
the territory north of the Ohio. In 
this crisin, when it seemed as if all was 



quest for volunteers was that Mr. Nor- 
ris was the first to respond io the call, and 
his example was soon followed by nine- 
teen of his comrad es, all members of 
Capt. Payne's company. These were 
all the volunteers that Perry could ob- 
tain from The army; but, though few 
in number, their bravery contributed 
in no small degree to the triumph of 
the now famous 10th of September. 
Before embarking to join the fleet, 
these men insisted on being commanded 
on board by only their own officers, 
and so Lieut. James Col'urn wad sent 
in charge, but he soon retur ned and 
replaced by Lieut. Ellis, who faded, 
however, to arrive before the battle. 

On reaching the fleet, which wasrid- 
ing at anchor in Inlet Harbor in what 
is now called Put-in-Bay Island, Mr. 
Norris, with the greater part of his 
comrades, was taken on board the Cal- 
edonia; the rest were distributed 
among the Somers and Tigress. The 
fleet occasionally made short cruises in 
search of the enemy, but a greater 
portion of the six weeks that elapsed 
between the arrival of our volunteers 
and the day of battle it lay at anchor 
in the fine roadstead of Inlet Harbor. 
During these periods of inactivity, as 
rations on board, though abundant, 
comprised only hard tack and salt beef, 
the volunteers were allowed to make 
short hunting excursions on the island, 

which then abounded in .game. Qn. 

these occasions Mr. Norris' rifle never 
failed to contribute a liberal supply of 
wild swine, venison and wild turkeys 
to the meaner larder on shipboard. 
As officers from the fleet always ac- 



lost, Governor Isaao Shelby issued a 
stirring civil for volunteers to march 
against the foe. One of the first to 
respond to this patriotic summons was 
Mr. Norris, then twenty-two years ot 
age, who offered his services and was 
enrolled a member of Capt. John 
Payne's company of cavalry from Ma- 
son County. Mr. Norris was at that 
time unmarried, but, to use his own 
expressive words, his future wife "was 
already courted," and he left her with 
the hope that a speedy victory would 
soon permit him to return and claim 
her for his own. And fortune favored 
h tin by^perrnittrny him t o realize the 
fruition of both these dearest objects 
of his wishes. 

During the stirring and decisive cam- 
paign, this company was, a portioinstf 
the time, attached to Col. R. M. John- 
son's brigade, and the rest of the time

FROM LEXINGTON, TA. 

Special Correspondence to the Recorder. 

Lexington, Va., Oct. 9, 1878. 

Thinking that perhaps a few words 
from the Old Dominion would not be 
unacceptable to the readers of the Re- 
cordeh, we pen the following, in which 
we will endeavor to give a brief synop- 
sis of what one sees in a journey to 
and through the mountains of Virginia. 
To speak of the beauties of the Ohio 
from Cincinnati to Huntington, W.Va., 
^ould only be to repeat the scenes with 
which the readers of the Recorder are 
-perfectly^ familiar, 
spond to the banks of the same river 
as it washes the shores of Boone; con- 
sequently we will omit further mention 
of this portion of our journey and sup- 
pose ourself at Huntington. 

From this place the traveler takes 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad to 
the East. The train, sweeping around 
the little city, travels many miles be- 
fore reaching the mountains. At the 
first sight of the mountains, they are, 
of course, many miles away, and ap- 

ficar to the eye unused to mountains 
ike distant rain clouds; but, as we ap- 
proach sufficiently near to recognize 
theTO"7ra~momitains, covered over with- 
undergrowth, the heart swells out, 
boating harmoniously to the grandeur 
of rugged nature. As we pass up the 
New River,the scenery becomes doubly 
grand. The river is shallow, and in 
many places dotted with huge stones, 
so immense, indeed, that they seem 



of which, fenced in by a becoming in- 
cisure, lie the mortal remains of Gen. 
Lee. By his side lies his wife, and at 
the west end of the building sleeps his 
little daughter. 

The stranger who is sight-seeing, 
after viewing the grave of4he great 
Confederate chieftain, is ushered into 
an adjoining room, where he perceives 
books and papers lying irregularly on 
the mantel. His feelings of confusion 
are changed to those of awe when he 
is told that this was the office occupied 
by Gen. Lee at his death, and that ev- 
erything in the room is juat as the 
hero left it. To the east of the chapel 
and adjoining it, the mausoleum of Lee 
is now In construction. 

Another place of interest is the 
cemetery lying to the south of the city. 
As the Stranger walks through its ave- 
nues, he is at once attracted by tho 
beauty and si m pli c ity of the tombs and 
inscriptions. To the northeast a large 
number of plain gravestones attracts 
his eye, and as he approaches he sur- 
mises, and aright, that they mark the 
resting place of the Confederate fallen. 
He surveys the scene with solemn 
thought, stooping ever and anon to 
read the inscription on the worn tab- 
lets, and to breathe a prayer of peace 
to the ashes of the brave. One gravo 
in particular arrests his attention. At 
one corner of the lot stands a rusty 
old sword, sticking down into the now 
sunken grave of the occupant. It is 
this that attracts his attention, and he 
hastens to see whose sword thus guards 
the final resting-place of its owner, 
and turns and reads the name "Un- 
known." 

Proceeding thence due south, the 
next thing of note his eye meets i3 a 
little iron paling, inclosing an area of 
about ten by twelve feet. He ap- 
proaches, and, leaning over the paling, 
reads, written on a plain tombstone, 
the name of Gen. T. J. Jackson. No 
true American can look upon that 
plain tomb, unembellished except by 
flowers, without feeling so good and so 
great a man as Stonewall Jackson de- 
serves a far more noble monument to 
his memory. 

Four miles so Jth of Lexington is 
situated the Natural Bridge, which-is- 
too well known to admit of description 
at my hands. Suffice it to say that a

ture's rougher work, the mighty moun- 
tains, rearing their lofty summits to 
the skies, kissed by the fleecy clouds 
as they pass by, Shepherded by the 
slow, unwilling wind" — ho who can be- 
hold all this in a, moment and not be 
moved is "fit for treason, stratagems 
and spoils."

That affair, in which he was 
one of the actors, became the turning 
point in -tho lives of several distin- 
guished politicians, and, to some ex- 
tent, gave a new aspect to the political 
organizations of the country. 

In February, 1850, Col. Theodore 
CPHara wrbTe~litm from Washtrrgtorr 
City to know how many men could be 
recruited in Carroll County to aid ; in 
an expedition to liberate Cuba, at the 
same time communicating to him the 
plans which had been arranged by 
Gen: Lopez, himself and othcrgcon- 
cerned in tho scheme. He at onco es- 
poused the Cuban cause, nnd, with the 
aid of Major William Hardy (afterward 
Dr. Hardy), he raised two hundred and 
twenty-five men, with whom they em- 
barked for New Orleans on April 4 of 
that year. Those, with twenty-five 
others, made the Kentucky regiment 
in the first Lopez expedition. Theo- 
dore HaraT was its Colonel ; John T. 
Pickett, its Lieutenant-Colonel; and 
T. T. Hawkins and William Hardy 
were its Majors. Dr. Scott was senior 
surgeon. The recruiting was conducted 
in great secrecy, none of tho men 
knowing that they were not going to 
California. On the coast of Yucatan 
they wero joined by Lopez, with the 
rest of the expedition. They shortly 
after landed tho whole force, in the 
night, at Cardenas. At the fust fire 
of the sentinel.

To the Editor of the Recorder : . 

W e l e ft Col. J une 3. Bus tcVg hnvdtngrncuT 
North Bend, October 27th. Hud a good crew 
on board Capt. Ed Baker's flutboat, under 
command of Capt. Cris, the best pilot 1 ever 
traveled with; a nice gentleman, pleasant 
and affable ; the boys all liked him. We had 
cold, stormy weather in the start. We stopped 
at \evay und finished our load; lunded at 
the wharf at J e ffbwOB T illo and waited for a 
falls pilot, and this morning we tried our 
fortune over the fulls. And it proved to be 
an Irish fortune— that is, a hard one. • Our 
boat got on tho rampage, got wild and reck- 
less, became unmanageable, nnd the conse- 
quence was she went on tho rocks a_j.otal 
wreck. She filled with water, and here we 
are, about two hundred yards above the rail- 
road bridge, tho water roaring, secthinc nnd 
foaming, and looking as though it was t?yin» 
its host to tear us away and send us to ce£ 
tain destruction. We'sent over to Louisville 
fur help. lL«amo this evening—the harbor 
boat Jus. Hobson, commanded by Capt. R. 
C. Barbel, tho best river man in "these \va- 
tef*.- We arc now hi s-gnests. Hotrearrus 
kindly, and I would advise tho river men 
should they ever be in our fix, to call on him] 
and they will find him a good and true wa- 
terman. He came to us with a lighter, and 
now his boat lays below us, the lighter by our 
side, and we are trying to save all we can. 
H i have succeeded in (jetting out some 400 
barrels of potatoes. We have some 2.500 
barrels in hulk in her yet in the water— about 
five feet. I think. She is broken so that, as 
we light her off, she is bound to go to pieces. 
Capt. Harry Biker's boat went through— tho 
canal to-day, and life started up the river to- 
day-to see his brother a-id apprize him of the 
condition of his bout and cargo.

Cowhide Horseshoes. 

In England they are adopting a 
horseshoe made of cowhide,and known 
as the Yates shoe. It is composed of 
three thicknesses of cowhide compress- 
ed into a steel mold,and then subjected 
to a chemical preparation. It is claim- 
fed for it that it lasts longer and weighs 
only ono fourtfi as much as the com- 
mon iron shoe, that it will never cause 
the hoof to split, nor have the least in- 
jurious effect on the foot. It requires 
no calks; even on asphalt the horse 
never slips. The shoe is so elastic that 
the horse's step is lighter and surer. 
It adheres so closely to the foot that 
neither dust nor water can penetrate 
between the shoe and hoof. In Japan 
they formerly shod their horses with 
utraw, and the European or Radical^ 
party is distinguished from the Con- 
servatives by tbe iron shoes of their 
horses.

Wyoming's Women Voters. 
[Letter to tho St. Louis Republican.] 
Thi s T e rritory, h b ia vsiA\ lfnr>wn > ig 



the only locality in the United States 
where women vote the same as men. 
The idea that led to its adoption was, 
first, that Wyoming, being the young- 
e s t of a lL thc_States ana Territories, 
should he progressive, up with all ad- 
vancement, and never disposed to look 
backward; ai<d, second, to throw into 
politics an element to aid in counter- 
balancing the influence of the roughs, 
thieves, cut-throals and highwaymen, 
who then constituted a large share of 
the population. Since that time, a 
fair trial of the institution has not de- 
veloped sufficient power or importance 
in the voting of the women to prompt 
any one to move for a repeal of the 
law. I believe only one woman in the 
Territory was ever elected to office by 
the people, and now no offices are over 
demanded by the fair sex, except some 
sinecure places in the Legislature, 
where the pay can be drawn and but 
little service rendered. In the casting 
of votes the women do not figure ex- 
tensively, except oh ve r y rar e occa» 
sions. There is a certain class, how- 
ever, who always vote, and, being 
themselves disreputable characters, 
they always throw their suffrages to 
the worst men on the tickets. The 
purification of politics is not to their 
interest. In other cases, the members 
of some certain church or other organ- 
ization-turn-out and cast their votes 
solid for the designated man. Proba- 
bly half the women in Cheyenne have 
never cast a vote sTncelhenrst or sec- 
ond election after the.lawJKaa4jaas.ed, 
At first it was customary for carriages 
to visit all the residences on election 
days and convey the ladies to the polls 
in the interest of certain candidates, 
but that fashion is now almost a dead- 
letter. There is a separate polling- 
place for the women to vote, and they 
are treated like ladies, being entirely 
free from insults or jostling; so that mix- 
ing with the mohcan not be the cause 
of their lack of interest in elections, 
but that politics is out of their legiti- 
mate sphere. As the adoption of the 
measure here has amounted to so little, 
your correspondent can see little in it 
to praise or condemn, except that it 
has given the unscrupulous politicians 
a chance to use the "women of the 
town," together with the variety wo- 
men, to further projects and men of 
the worst character.

The Second Advent. 

The Prophetic Conference that late- 
ly met at New York, to arrive, if pos- 
sible at some understanding of a satis- 
factory character in reference to the 
second coming of the Saviour, stimu- 
lated outsiders also to examine what 
had been saidjand done in relation to 
the matter in these latter days.

April 24, 1843, was the time 
fixed for the universal smash ; but, un- 
fortunately for Miller, he was like the 
prophets of whom Tom Moore sang: 
There was Whiston, who learnedly took 
Frhrcu Eugene 

For the man who must bring the millen- 
nium about; 
There's Faber, whose pious predictions have 
been, 

All belied, ore his book's first edition is 
out 

The figures by which Father Miller 
was able to fix the exact year, if not 
day, when all things should come to 
an end, are very curious. Scholars 
may doubt and dispute about dates, 
but there was no uncertainty in Mil- 
ler's chronology of the Bible. Just 
6,000 years were allotted to the earth 
for its existence, and as every year 
from the creation of Adam to the birth 
of Christ was accounted for, there 
could be no mistake about it. But 
Father Miller had even more convinc- 
ing figures. Pagan Rome was to last 
666 years, and Papal Rome 1,290 years. 
This gave Miller's men the following 
formula :

Se n t im ent aside, and 
practical results considered, there seems to 
be some common sense in the reasoning of 
General Butler, as reported from an inter- 
view in New York shortly after the election. 
"Tell me how far $13o,000,000 will go toward 
paying ?2,500,000,000, and I will tell you 
now I think resumption will succeed," re- 
marked the old "eye-cocked," as a French 
newspaper calls him, and then he proceeds 
to indicate the way he expoeU it to work, in 
the following language; ".Suppose gold stavs 
at present premium, \ of 1 per cent. If it'is 
not handy for you to present your green- 
backs at the Treasury on the day of redemp- 
tion, you can take them to a broker and get 
gold for the premium, and a slight commis- 
sion or without any preminm if the Secreta- 
ry is redeeming as fast as presented. When 
it only costs you a little over a dollar to in- 
sure $1,000 worth of your greenbacks, being 
as good its gold, you will insure, won't you? 
If resumption wins, you won't have lost as 
much as you pay fur cigars in a day on ev- 
ery thousand dollars, and if resumption does 
not win, you will have made money ; how 
much, you don't know. So there will be a 
rush to get gold.and when it is got.they will 
make special deposits of it at once. The 
greenbacks will go into the Treasury and 
stay there, because there is no way to get 
thern out, and the gold will be hoarded or 
go into the banks as special deposits, and 
stay there.

It 
can not be given him ; so he draws it out 
and takes it to a broker — of which there will 
be a thousand spring trp=^nd"KetlrfoT gold. 
How long will Sherman's $135,000,000 stand 
in such a storm ? Only the other day he call- 
ed on the National Banks for $3,000,000 of the 
$45,000,000 which they have on deposit as 
the proceeds of the four per cent, sales, and 
gold went up nearly two per cent." The 
banks appear apprehensive that this result 
will transpire, in some degree, at least, and 
a committee i of New York bankers has just 
been here in consultation with Secretary 
Sherman devising mears to jnako tho mip.

of transportation, high rates of inter- 
est on capital, high rates of marine in- 
surance, carelessness in packing, waste 
of material in manufacturing, and an 
omission to make concessions to the 
local prejudices of outside barbarians. 
A good time will probably come when 
these will all lie removed, and then 
adieu to communism, pauperism, half 
time, overproduction, and all the other 
real or imaginary evils of the day.

Meantime, Yankee pluck, even with 
all the odds above mentioned against it, 
is making a gallant race, and is fast 
closing upon its antagonists.

Taking the figures of 1875-6-7 as a 
basis, we have advanced at the rate of 
£6,000, 000 in two years. Our exports 
to-day are more than double those of 
1860, in which year there was a very 
heavy export trade, the one article of 
cotton alone amounting to over. $190,- 
000,000, more than twice the cotton 
export of 1855. In the fiscal year end- 
ing June SO, 1878, the increase over 
1877 was nearly *65,000,OOQ,-or about 
11 per cent., and this notwithsianding 
the greatly lessened demand for war 
material consequent upon the cessation 
of hostilities abroad.

Not to put too fine a 
point upon it, English' cotton goods arc 
composed of one part cotton and three 
parts cluy and other filling, while those 
manufactured here are without make- 
weight of any kind. American iron is 
naturally of three or four times the 
tenacity .of English iron ; and so on to 
the end of the list.

Yet, 
will it be believed that, in 1784, an 
American ship which carried eight bags 
of cotton into Liverpool was seized, on 
the ground that so much cotton coula 
not be the product of the United 
States? In the fiscal year 1860, dur- 
ing which the largest crop was raised 
and the greatest quantity was exported, 
1,767,686,038 pounds were sent abroad, 
over 1,265,000,000 going to Great 
Britain. 

Tobacco to the amount of 55,000 
pounds was exported as early as 1621. 
Since 1790 we have sent abroad 9,529,- 
123 hogsheads, equal to 13,000,000,000 
pounds. To transport this vast prod- 
uct would, it is estimated, require 19,- 
058 ships, carrying 500 hogsheads each, 
or a yearly average of 3T16 vessels of 
that capacity. Will somebody put that 
in his pipe and smoke it? 

Last year, according to the official 
report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, a greater quantity of manu- 
factured tobacco, and more cigars and 
cigarettes, were removed directly from 
the manufactories for exportation than 
during any previous year of which an

Immense quantities of American 
made cigars have, within tho past year, 
been sold in England, where they are 
eagerly purchased as cheaper and more 
suited to the popular taste than any 
cigars heretofore imported into that 
country. On one day in March last, a 
single shipment was made aggregating 
141,000, and it is estimated that the 
trade already returns at the rate of 
^4,000,000 per year, equal to an annual 
profit of $120,000. One firm in this 
city has even started a factory exclu- 
sively for the making of cigars for ex- 
port to England. 

The foreign demand for American 
cheese exhibits a growth unparalleled 
by any farm product, except, perhaps, 
cotton. As recently as forty years ago, 
the exports amounted to but 411,338 
pounds. Last year they reached the 
enormous aggregate of 107,364,666 
pounds. If this were loaded ou drays, 
each carrying one ton and occupying 
eight yards, the4iae would extend 244 
miles, or a greater distance than from 
Washington to Now York. If the 



shipment were regular during every 
s ecul a r d a y 4n- th o y e ar, th e daily -move^ 



ment to the wharvesfor shipment wouh 
exceed 172 tons. 

The quantity of milk used in the pro- 
duction of 107,000,000 pounds of cheese 
may be computed by those having lei- 
sure urid sufficient agricultural knowl- 
edgeT Nine-tenths of this vastamount 
finds a market in Great Britain, which 
formerly stood pre-emiuent in the rep- 
utation of her dairy products. Our 
dairymen have succeeded in imitating 
the size, general appearance, and even 
the flavor of the English production so 
closely that, being able to sell at a 
much lower price, they have actually 
beaten the Englishman on his own 
ground. New Y ork State, by the way, 
deserves the major portion of the credit 
for this triumph, over 70 per cent, of 
the ohoese manufactured in this coun- 
try being the product of her factories. 
In Germany a demand for American 
cheese has also sprung up, but it has 
been too recent to permit of the pre- 
sentation of the re&ults aocompljshedi 

On the subject of breadstuflfe, there 
is no ueed to enlarge here. Everv child 
knows that this country has been, for 
some time, the granary of the world. 
Nor will the ordinary newspaper reader 
require to be informed that American 
fresh meat and mutton, both slaugh- , 
tercd and* on the "hoof, have, within ai 



of tin and wooden 
toys, most of which class were formerly 
exported from England or Germany. 
Wood is much cheaper in America 
than in Europe, and machines work 
faster than hands. 

Very few mechanical toys are now 
imported, and only the finer French 
and Austrian work for show-peices in 
windows. American ingenuity has 
also multiplied also multiplied the va- 
rieties of mechanical toys^ and^ the 
American manufacturers of the clock 
mechanism have met all overtures for 
the detached works by European deal- 
ers by de manding prices which are 
practically"prohi bi tory. — T~ 

In May last, a firm of German Drew- 
ers sent a cask of American lager beer 
to Count Bismarck, and in due time 
received a letter fronThim, through the 
German Consul, thanking" them. Since 
the reception of the letter, the firm has 
received several orders from German 
houses for samples of lager beer, and 
the head of the concern has sailed for 
Europe to make arrangements for its 
regular export. 

The Englishman has long had Amer- 
ican turkeys regularly at Christmas, 
and he likes them. In January last a 
famous English house sent an agent to 
this country with orders to ship regu- 
larly every week fifty barrels of the 
finest quail, prairie hens, grouse, wood- 
cock, wild turkeys, canvas-backyj".ucks, 
and other American game that he 
could procure. The enterprise proved 
a great success. Buffalo and antelope 
meat, venison and salmon are also 
among the innumerable articles of 
food sent from this country, not only 
to England, but to nearly every other 
civilized nation. 

It would be unpardonable to close 
this paragraph, wtaemplete as it neces- 
sarily is, without a mention of the fact 
that a Boston company is turning out 
8 ,000 cans, eq ual te 24.000 p ounds, of 
baked beans and codfish balls daily, 
and tha t it finds a large demand for 
both specialties in England, France, 
West Indies and South America. 

Room is lacking to pursue the sub- 
ject to the extent it deserves, but there 
are numerous other points in the 
American export trade that must be 
both TTovel and curious to the general 
reader. Take the item of coffins, for 
instance. '""Coffins and caskets in the 
latest styles have long been among tho 
regular articles of shipment abroad, 
and they command a large sale among 
the subjects of the effete monarchies. 
A -warehouse containing2,000of Amer 
ican make was recently opened in Lon- 
don. Think of exporting hoop-skirts 
at this late date. Twenty-two dollars' 
worth went abroad last year. 

Berlin has sent & large order for 
corsets to Worcester, Mass., and an- 
other for American silk to Rockville, 
Conn. Will anyone question the good 
taste of the German ladies after that?

of successful issue, or promised so im- 
portant results as did the march of 
General Hkxry Heth with his gallant 
little army on Cincinnati in Septem- 
ber, 1802. The Confederate cause, for 
several months preceding, had been 
sailing on an unexampled tide of pros- 
perity; and, with every report of an- 
other great victory (and such news 
was quite common in those days), the 
hopes of the adherents of the now 
"Lost Cause" — lost but still xtear — 
soared higher and highm*: — The battle 
of Richmond, Ky., in August of this 
year, seemtfd to be bringing the din of 
conflict-quite near to our doors. This 
annihilation of a Federal force 11,000 
strong by a brigade of only about 3,000~ 
was a wonderful victory: and the av- 
erage Kentuckian (in this region, at 
fenstt-A vas w r ought up to tho highest 



fore, early on the morning of the 9th, 
the army took up its line of march 
down the pike toward the Queen City 
of the West. Every step seemed more 
elastic, every eye shone more bright, 
every heart beat more buoyant, every 
hope was more elate, as the long col- 
umn marched proudly down the road. 
Officers, and the rank and file as well, 
seemed to comprehend the importance 
of the movement, and not a doubt was 
harbored of its successful issue. 

The march of the army along the 
magnificent road, this bright Septem- 
ber day, seemed like a continuous ova- 
tion. At every house water and pro- 
visions were carried out in abundance 
to the roadside by the sympathizing 
inmates,and the tired and travel-stained 
soldier reveled in unaccustomed luxu- 
ries. Passing on through Walton, 
where was assembled a crowd of 
friendly spectators, about noon Gen. 
Heth, with his suite, rode into the fine 
lawn then owned by the now venera- 
ble Judge Youellj to rest in the invit- jng loo 
ing shade of the fine trees. The Judge have be 
soon made his appearance, and, on be-

as it was by the enthusiasm 

and valor of the heroic little army, 

giscarried. No incompetency of tho 
eneral, no lack of ardor and bravery 
on the part of his troops, contributed 
to this result. 

White expecting cvery % minute to 
see the troops march in their differ- 
ently assigned directions, the writer 
saw (but paid little heed to the circum- 
stance) a somewhat dusty and jaded 
horseman ride rapidly up to Gen. Heth. 
In a short time thereafter, orders were 
given to break ranks, the artillery 
horses were unhitched, and like magic 
every sign of the pending conflict was 
speedily dispersed.

pitch of enthusiasm thereby. At no 
period before or after this during the 
war did our hopes soar so high ; and 
at no other time did our youthful war- 
riors feel so greatly increased in stat- 
ure. In those days wc were all de- 
v . . .^rtdants of Anak — mighty men of 
valor — and as such it was our constant 
boast that ono rebel could put six 
Yankees to flight! During the brief 
lull in events that succeeded the vic- 
tory at Richmond, our expectations 
were crimson with coming victories. 
And, as if still further to increase our 
extravagant exultations, our adversa- 
ries were as apparently as much de- 
pressed by the tide of events as we 
were elated by th«m. They seemed to 



light at seeing the troops, coupled whir 
the prevailing enthusiasm, was so great 
that he was rendered almost speechless. 
Joy shone in every lineament of his 
beaming countenance, and his whole 
bearing evinced the most intense emo- 
tion. But, the first'fliish of his joyous 
excitement somewhat abating, the in- 
stincts of his native hospitality asserted 
their sway, and he invited the hungry 
crowd to the house, where a sumptu- 
ous ivpa.st was speedily set before them 
by his eager and delightetTtamily. 

After a hot, dusty, fatiguing day's 
march, the army bivouaced in the vi- 
cinity of Snow's pond. The morning 
of the 10th (the anniversary of the 
battle cf Lake Erie, which occurred 
just forty-nine years before) dawned 
fair, but still hot, a nd the army re- 



late-ly so radiant with- 
"Mutterings, not loud but deep,' 
sailed the car. The man could not nn- 
derstand this new move. They wcro 
not accustomed to standing still in the 
face of the enemy. Of course, not 
knowing better, they laid the blame on 
their General. But his chagrin was 
greater, and his disappointment was 
harder to bear than theirs. The dusty 
rider had brought him an imperative 
order from his superior in command 
that put a stop to ins present opera- 
tions, and clouded whatever hopes of 
fame he might have built thereon. 
This order, in effect, was not to attack 
the enftny, and not to fight unless he was 
attacked! 

To this order must be attributed tho 
failure of Gen. Heth to. capture Cin- 
cinnati. Of course, if he had not 
made what seemed to him the neces- 
sary halt at noon, he might have been 
inside the enemy's intrenchments when 
the hindering and vexatious order 
reached him ; and then, of course, bc- 
late to cheek him, it would 
been nugatory. 

Of the many interesting incidents 
thaLflccurred during this march for- 
ward and on the retreat, and of the 
important part subsequently enacted 
by Gen. Heth's command during Gen. 
Bragg's invasion of -Kentucky, the 
writer can not now speak. The limit 
assigned by him for this article is now 
reached ; and, although it is quite easy 
to grow garrulous over the varying 
fortunes cf our departed "Lost Cause, 
ho feels that he must not too freely in- 
flict his garrulity on thejiatient read- 
ers of the Recorder.

ton ; but correct information of his 
movements could not be obtained on 
account of the vigilance with which 
those farcical warriors, the Home 
Guards, guarded the roads at a long 
and safe distance in his front. This 
flimsy display of force by the Federals 
possesse d onl y sufficient po tency to 
cticclTaiiy active belligerent enterprise 
on the part of "rebel sympathizers," 



and, as before stated, to prevent any 
--correct information of the movements 
of the little army from reaching us. 
Aside from, this, the only warlike 
achievements enacted by those Home 
Guards was the capture and incarcera- 
tion in prison of private citizens, and 
the taking possession of their horses 
and other property. Meanwhile Gen. 
Heth moved steadily forward, and when 
he reached Crittenden, the Home 
Guards fled for safety behind the em- 
brasures of Fort Mitchell. 

The writer of this sketch, buoyed 
upoy ^ e prevailing hopes and in- 
flamed by the general enthusiasm of 
those days, determined to seek the ad- 
vancing army and endeavor, if oppor- 
tunity should offer, to contribute to 
its success.

sumed its onward march. As on the 
day before, the character of a triumphal 
procession seemed to accompany it, 
and the enthusiasm and hospitality of 
the people were, if anything, increased. 
On through Florence, who poured out 
her enthusiastic populace in a joyous 
greeting of welcome ; still" down the 
dusty pike, and nearer and nearer to 
its goal, the siuuou&columnjipproachfixL 
To-day officers and mon talked of lit- 
tle else but how they would pass the 
night in Cincinnati. Those who were 
familiar with the city selected their 
stopping places, the officers mostly 
giving preference to the Burnet House. 
Not even the shadowing cloud of a 
doubt arose to darken tho radiance of 
their fond anticipations. The city 
would fall and they would possess it 
before night! This cheering thought 
lightened the weary road and made all 
forgetful of thirst and heat and dust. 

About 11 a. m. the head of the col- 
umn reached a small pond on the right 
of the road, about five miles beyond 
Floronce, where the command was 



given to halt, rest and take lunch

pied a contiguous orchard, while the 
rest of the brigades were assigned dif- 
ferent positions near by. As far as 
the writer heard expressions of opin- 
ion from the men in regard to this halt, 
they were all opposed to it. Their 
eyes were fixed on Cincinnati, now so 
near, and they deprecated any delay, 



from whatever cause, that retarded 
their entrance therein. But Gen. Heth, 
a brave ahd efficient commander, knew 
that his men had had a fatiguing day's 
march, and he wished them to rest and 
thus be better prepared for the couflict 
so soon to follow. In connection with 
subsequent events, this halt may be as- 
signed as one of the reaauns whyuincin- 
nati was not captured. 

In about an hour after the halt, the 
camp was a scene of great bustle and 
activity. Officers were riding rapidly 
about conveying orders, brigades were 
forming, horses were being harnessed 
to the guns, and every evidenco ex- 
isted to betoken a speedy action. The

but how often are the findings of the 
juries set aside by those who are high- 
er in authority ? The verdicts of how 
many juries have been set aside by the 
Court of Appeals within the past few 
years? * The juries have no assurance 
whatever that their verdicts will be 
sustained, and when they take their 
places in tin jury-box they consider 
themselves taking part only in a farce 
conducted at the expense of the State. 
Juries sometimes fail to do their duty 
in criminal prosecutions, but the lar- 
ger portion of the blame for the non 
punishment of crimes, and especially 
that of murder,in this Commonwealth, 
lies at the door of those who have the 
power to supervise the verdicts of the 
petit juries. Nearly every day brings 
evidences of the result of the lax con- 
dition of our criminal laws. Lynch 
law is becoming very common, and its 
victims become more numerous year by 
year as the enforcement of the crimi- 
nal law is obstructed. The time has 
come when people have,as regards the 
prosecution of criminals, lost all confi- 
dence in the courts,hence the frequent 
resorts to mob law. 



our absurd navigation laws or other 
Government measures are responsible 
for this, the Government should, at 
the earliest moment possible, remedy 
it. With the finest facilities in the 
world for ship-building, and the abil- 
ity to supply every manufactured ar- 
ticle needed by the people in question, 
and a market at home for all these peo- 
ple can supply, and the most enter- 
prising merchants in the world, it is 
simply disgraceful that other countries 
should not-only make a profit on- qui 
goods, but should receive the profits of 
carrying them.

Rev. J. P. MacLean has the following 
interesting language concerning the 
Big Bone Lick, in this county. I 
transcribe and forward it for publica- 
tion in the Recorder.

"A vast number of bones have been 
collected in New York, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia, the Carolinas, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Missouri, California 
and Oregon. The most celebrated lo- 
cality is Big Bone Lick, in Kentucky, 
This marsh is about twenty-three miles 
below Cincinnati, about four miles 
from the Ohio, and nearly opposite the 
mouth of the Great Miami, ami-situ- 
ated in a nearly level plain, in a val- 
ley bounded by gentle slopes. The 
! general- course of the stream which

He had an examination before tho 
Magistrates on Thursday, and was 
committed to answer to the charge of 
murder in the first degree. Harrison 
went clear back on his first statements 
when put on the witness stand, stating 
that Judd first stopped Turner in the 
road and they got into a rough and 
tumble fight, when Turner stabbed 
Judd ; although the statements we first 
gave are the ones he gave the officers 
after the arrest on the night of the 
murder. Judd's boy, when on the 
stand, gave the statement as above 
detailed, and it is thought Harrison, 
knowing the character of the Turners, 
is laboring unde r th e influence of fear, 
or that some money has been brought 
to bear to influence his testimony. 

On the night after the murder, Tom 
Turner, a younger brother of Frank's, 
came into town and informed the Jailor 
that there was a mob gathering in the 
vicinity of the murdered man s resi-

meanders through this plain is from 
east to west. The bog is many acres 
in extent, but was much larger before 
the surrounding forest was cleared 
away. The greater number of the 
oones have been taken frofflT±feijluck 
mud, about twelve feet below the level 
of the creek. The bones belonging to 
more than one hundred mastodons 
have been found there, besides about 
twenty-five of the mammoth, some of 
the mcgalonyx, and a species of the 
stag, bison and horse. The greatest 
depth of the mud has never been as- 
certained. It is composed chiefly ol 
clay, with a mixture of calcareous 
matter and sand and sulphate of lime, 
with some animal matter. At various 
-depths layers of gravel occur. In 
speaking of this locality, Sir Charles 
Lyell, in his 'Travels in North Amer- 
ica,' says: 'There are two buffalo 
paths or trails still extant in the woods, 
and both lead directly to the springs. 
The one which strikes off in a north- 
erly direction from the Gurn Lick may 
be traced eastward through the forest 
for several miles. It is three or four 
yards wide, and only partially over- 
grown with grass, and sixty years ago. 
was as bare, hard and well-trodden as 
a high road. It is well known that,

Half Sweet and Half Sonr Apples. 

We must give it up. We have nev- 
er before been quite ready to believe 
the stories about npplesbalf sweet and 
half sour growing on the panic tree,but 
when we receive, as we did a few days 
since, a bushel of apples from Mr. M. 
Morse, Mass., which carry the evidence 
in such an unmistakable manner we 
must give it up. We have hoard of 
many such trees and such apples,^ an d 
4mvXexaminftd such trees an J fruity 



but only to find that the half sweet or 
half sour specimens wore all gone, or 
the apples were wholly sweet or wholly 
bweet or wholly sour on the same 
branches that year. The apples sent 
in by Mr. Morse appear tobc Rhode Is 
lanii(Jreeninus.and others arc assweet 
M our sweetest baking apples, while 
still others carry the aeid and sweet 
in the same specimens, one side be'ing 
sprightly sour and the other unmis- 
takably sweet. Queer fruit to coek, 
siys Mrs. Morse, who, like other in- 
telligent housekeepers, knows that 
8\veet apples don't make good pies, 
and that sour apples cook in half the 
time needed for sweet ones. Every 
apple need s tatting in order t o know 



Wintering Bees. 
Beekeepers differ materially in their 
notions about wintering bee*. Some 
winter in the cellar,some in out- houses 
artificially heated, some in the summer 
st i . nds without protection, and some 
with protection. The fact that bees 
have wintered in all these different 
conditions successfully does not prove 
anything, except that the bees, when 
they went into winter quarters were in 
proper condition— populous,with plen- 
ty of honey, room to cluster, access to 
honey easy, plenty of young bees, etc. 
Given these, and an even temperature 
and bees will wintei in any position 
I almost. Young bees can only be se- 
leured by keeping the queen laving as 
"fate as possitAt. j.uio t-an^e^fcrU. -., 
providing empty combs, either with 
the extractor or new comb, and if there 
is any honey to be gathered she will do 
all the laying necessary. By the 1st 
or November each hive ought to have 
twenty pounds of honey in it, and 
empty combs in the center of the hive 
to cluster on. If put in the cellar,wait 
till the fine weather is over,and if pos- 
sible put them in after they have had 
a fine day to fly, so they will be empty. 
The cellar must be dry, dark, and qui- 
et. In outdoor wintering there should 
be quilts over the frames, the hives 
wrapped with straw, or otherwise pro- 
tected from the direct influence of the 
wirrd, which is the chief agent in pro- 
ducing disastrous, sudden changes in 
the temperature. Winter passed 
through the combs should also be 
provided, so that the bees need not 
pass over the frames to procure food.

Fanners must inform themselves- as 
to the necessity of supplying nitrogen 
to their soils and to thoir nnimals. 
Plants can not mature without nitro- 
gen. Full supply will insure a paying 
erop. A ni mal s c a n nol thrive 



with- 
out food containing nitrogen. All the 
nitrogen supplied to animals and 



plants is again returned through their 
putrifaction and decay to the form of 
ammonia. This volatile substance floats 
over the earth in the atmosphere, is 
condensed by the hydrogen -of water 
and descends to the farm, whereas if 
converted to a salt, it is assimilated by 
cultivated plants. Gypsom is the 
steady and certain agent that will lay 
its invisible hand upon it and fix it as 
a salt, in which form the nitrogen is 
reconvened to the soil and to plants. 
Clover is par excellent a plant most 
active in taking up ammonia of nitro- 
gen and storing above and below. As 
a forager it is valuable. As a manural 
plant it has but few equals. Plaster 
13 tlnn a fertilizer always within reach 
of the cultivator of the soil. It should 
bo strewn over the floor of the stables, 
over every animal and vegetable sub- 
stance in the process of putrifaction 
and decay, over the fieldsjio matter to 

what crop ho devotes them.

How to Choose a Horse.

Changes In Fortune. 
The Pall Mall Gazette says : The 
United States and one or two of the 
Australian colonies are far from being 
all thecoun tries in which the production 
of native industry finds favor. Wher- 
ever we look outside these islands the 
tendency is to w a rd the imposit 
protective tariffs ; whilst -even — hr— 
Great Britain there are not wanting 
signs that the classes who work exclu- 
sively with their hands may ere long 
attempt,under the guidance of leaders, 
who can not plead ignorance is an ex- 
cuse to their action, to tax for their 
exclusive benefit those who earn their 
living in other ways. France, Germa- 
ny, even Switzerland, are moving, or 
?eem about to move, in a retrograde 
sense. The importance of this tenden- 
cy, as regards ourselves, it is almost 
to exaggerate. We depend more than 
any other country upon the sale of our 
manufactures for the means of get- 
ting food. We buy more and more 
food every year; and each country 
which shuts out our goods drives us to 
depend core upon other markets, or 
to rely upon own previous accumula- 
tions to teed ourselves. This is now 
being recognized as a matter worthy 
of grave attention, even by those who 
previously made light of the very great 
growing disparity between our exports 
and imports. It is now admitted that 
if we have to pay Ameri ca for grain in 
bonds which we had previously pur- 
chased out of savings, this must rep- 
resent a definite drawing upon capi- 
tal. As a consequence, m fact, of tho 
vast amount of grain we buy from the 
United States, and the increasing dis- 
inclination shown to take our manu- 
factures in exchange, the Americans 
are becoming more and more their 
own creditors. This whole question 
of export and import, and balance of 
trade generally, has been treated hith- 
erto in far too perfunctory a manner. 
Unless we greatly mistake, even to are 
at hand which drive us to reconsider 
the whole matter in relation to more 
than one portion of our empire, as well 
as in relation to the protective policy 
of foreign jjowers.

Conditional Pardons. 

An important ease has been settled 
in Iowa, concerning the power of the 
Governor to grant conditional pardons. 
The Governor of the State pardoned a 
man who has been sentenced to State 
Prison for ten years on the condition 
that he should, during the remainder 
of the term, abstain from the use of in- 
toxicating liquors as a beverage ; thet 
he should exert himself for the sup- 

Eorttrf his mother antraisterr and that 
e should not be convicted during the 
term of the sentence of any violation 
of the criminal law. The act of the 
pardon provided that,as to the first and 
second of the conditions, the Governor 
was to be judge, and that,in the event 
of the violation of either, he should 
have the right to remand the prisoner 
to custody for the remainder of the 
term of his sentence. The prisoner 
accepted the conditions and was releas- 
ed. 'Subsequently he fell into drunk- 
enness, and the Governor ordered his 
return to the State Prison. The ques- 
tion as to the validity of this proceeding 
came before the Supreme Court of 
Iowa, and it was held by the Court 
that the Governor had the right to 
grant a conditional pardon, and upon 
the failure of the party to fulfill the 
condition specified, to replace him in 
the position in which he would have 
been but for the pardon.

1 Hood Cement. 
A good cement for mending almost 
anything may be made by mixing to- 
gether litharge and glycerine to the 
consistency of thick cream or fresh 
putty. This cement is useful for mend- 
ing stone jars, or any coarse earthern- 
ware, stopping leaks in seams of tin 
pans or wash-boilers, cracks and holes 
in iron kettles, etc Holes an inch in 
diameter in kettles can he filled and 
used the same for years in boiling wa- 
ter and food. It may also be used to 
fasten on lamp-tops, to tighten loose 
nuts, to secure loose bolts whose nuts 
are lost, to tighten loose joints of wood 
or iron,loose boxes in wagon-hubs, and 
in a great many other ways. In all 
cases the articles mended should not 
be used till th« cement is hardened, 
which will require from ona. day to a 
weok, according to the quantity used. 
This cement will resist the action of 
water, hot or cold, acids, and almost 
J any degree of heat

from tax to each housekeeper. There is thus 
a gap made through which all the dogs in 
the county will learn to jump, »nd the tax- 
gatherer's net will draw nothing but suc- 
cessive wafer-hauls. The Assessor's book 
shows only 225 dogs subject to taxation in 
Boone fur 1878, in excess of one dog to each 
housekeeper. Under tho law of '78, only 
the 225 dogs are subject to fax in the county. 
The same book shows 122 bitches subject to 
tax for same year. Now, take out the delin- 
'pii-nt dogs from 226 and how miinv will be 
left .' \\ e had as well say none. Then, if a 
bitch be a dog and claimed as exempt, and 
exemption allowed, and wo take tho delin- 
quent bitches from the list of 122, wo sav 
but little will bo left for tax— not enough to 
bother about— and, with a little experionce, 
every dog and bitch in the county will step 
through the exemption gap. 

I am not Chief Justice of Kentucky, but 
presume that when an act of the Legislature 
declares itself to bo in force from its passage, 
iLmeans-what it says and is in force from 
that date. Then a provision suspending ex- 
ecution of the law until a certain event does 
not annul the law, or blot it out for the time, 
but simply holds It on the spring till its prey 
comes in reach of its bound. And as this 
law of 1878 has made its bound and lit 
down up uinw- indiscriminate- assessment -of 
dog* and" bitches, the County Court can ex- 
empt dogs assessed and not," subject to tttx. 
The law of '78 is in force, tax, sheep fund 
and all ; but the tax collected under it when 
the neee-sary exemptions are made and the 
delinquents allowed, will not pay for the 
sheep destroyed by dogs for one week in the 
county. The dog tax law has played out by 
tbc approval of the people at the election 
when tlR'y ratified the dug law of 1878. * '

--ffiEBtNG Stock.— Economy and ef- 
fectiveness are the main points to ob- 
serve. The best food, feu in the best 
way to the best stock, must be the 
most profitable, and to reach this con- 
clusion is more a matter of care and 
skill than of money. Money can pro- 
cure food, stock, good buildings and 
labor, but good management always 
depends on the intelligent application 
of known facts to pra ctice 



Cows will begin to fail in milk as 
the weather becomes cold, unless the 
food is of the best kind. Mangels, or 
sugar beets, pulped and mixed with 
cut hay, corn stalks, or even straw, and 
left twenty-four hours to ferment, are 
productive of milk ; and two quarts of 
cornmeal added to a bushel of this will 
greatly help the yield of cream. Brew- 
ers' grains in small quantities are a 
good food for milk production. 

Fattening animals should be as 
rapidly pushed on as possible. No 
fresh food should be given until the 
refuse of the previous feeding is cleared 
from the troughs. When the appetite 
fails from any cause, a change of food 
will often restore it. 

Plowing o f heavy soils may be done 
to advantage until the ground freezes.

Saving Fodder.— There arc many 
fields still dotted with shocks of corn 
fodder. This season it ripened very 
thoroughly, and needed but little dry- 
ing to cure it. It may be safely stacked 
or stored in' barracks this_yjear with 
less precaution than usual, but to pre- 
vent further waste, the stover should 
be taken caro of as soon as possible.

It is well to plow under stable manure 
on such land. Light soils are quite as 
well if plowed in spring. 

What Kind of Fowls! 

Farmers should restock their poul- 
try yards every two or three years, for 
the old breeds, being bred in-and-in, 
soon run out and become unprofitable. 
It is not e v e ry farme r, -however? -that 



can afford to buy full blood fowls of 
any kind sufficient to stock the place. 
In order to work in pure bred chick- 
ens, there are several modes of proced- 
ure, all very good because very cheap. 
The first is to buy a couple of thor- 
oughbred roosters and turn them with 
the native hens. If the Leghorn va- 
riety is selected, the progeny will be 
far better layers than the old ones, par- 
taking in a very great degree of the 
excellence of the new breed. Then, 
when the half-breeds commence to lay, 
sell off the old hens entirely, keeping 
only the half-breed pullets, also getting 
tjdjof thehalfrbrefiajooaters, for the 
breed will not improve if they are kept. 
Keep the same thoroughbred roosters 
the second season, though it would be 
better to change every year. But un- 
der no circumstances should they be 
kept to cross on their own progeny 
longer than the second season. The 
first cross will be half-breeds, and, if 
none but thoroughbred males are used, 
the second cross will be three-quarters 
pure blood, which, for all practical 
purposes, are equal to the thorough- 
breds. If, however, after the first 
_CJtoss_lhfi ialfkbreed roosters are kept, 
the grade will not improve, and the 
chicks will still only be half-breeds, 
and poor ones at that. Hence, it is 
important that none but thoroughbred 
males should be used. Another plan

Cabbages are coming into common 
use as fodder. They may be saved by 
pitting them in heaps of two or three 
wagon loads, with sheaves of straw in- 
termingled, and covering with straw 
and earth, as for roots; or by placing 
them, roots upturned, upon the ground 
in a dry place and throwing a few 
inches of earth over the heads. We 
find that cabbages make excellent food 
for milking cows. 



Turnips may be fed to milking cows 
without any danger of flavoring the 
milk disagreeably, by givin g t.hftm i m- 
mediately after milking. A root cut- 
ter, or some other method of reducing 
the roots to thin slices or pulp, is worth 
the cost as a preventive of choking, if 
for nothing else. A few cu't turnips 
or carrots occasionally are beneficial 
to horses. 

Live stock require constant watch- 
fulness. To keep them comfortable is 
us important as to feed them well. No

keep them in a separate inclosure, set 
ting the eggs under other hens as fast 
as laid. This will give pure blood fowls 
from the start. Still another plan is 
to buy several settings of eggs ; but 
this requires eonsiderable time. 

As to the best breed, that depends 
on the circumstances. It is conceded 
on all hands that there is more money 
in eggs than in raising chicken* ; and 
if this branch of the business is fol- 
lowed, there is no fowl that ean equal 
the Leghorn, and there is not much 
difference between the brown and the 
white Leghorn. They are good for- 
agers, hunt their own living to a great 
extent, and are tough and hardy. It 
will be necessary to keep other breeds 
to hatch the eggs, as Leghorns will not 
■ssti-

season. Linseed oil-eake meal is a 
good and cheap preventive. One pint 
to one quart daily may be given. 

Houses at regular work should be 
Kept in good condition. Two quarts of 
corn and oat meal, added to a bushel 
of cut straw, will make it equal to so 
much hay. This will make a sufficient 
ration for an idle howe ; for a work- 
ing horso, add three quarts of this meal 
or threo quarts of oats at each feed. 

WORKING oxe.v are often more use- 
ful than hprses, and of late have been 
to-) much neglected. It should not be 
forgotten that oxon require more time 
to feed than horses, and ample time 
for rumination should be given. Dur- 
ing winter, oxen that work upon the 
road ought to be shod 



When we consider that pure honey 
is the very essence of flowers andplants, 
in which we are told there is a remedy 
for every disease, surely we can not 
doubt the happy combination of honey 
and medicine.

The price has been considered high ; 
the consequence is that fashionable 
golden syrups have been filling the 
place that honey ought to occupy, and 
which honey is now fast superseding 
00 the injurious effects of these syrups 
become more generally known. We 
have often wondered what discolored 
our teeth after eating certain syrups and 
drinking tea. Can we doubt but that 
it was the chemical action of the acids 
used in the manufacture of theso sy- 
rups? How often it has been proved 
by analysis that these syrups are adul- 
terated with injurious chemicals in or- 
der to give them that bright color so 
inviting to look at, while pure extract- 
ed honey is as free from all impurity 
as the dewdrops of morning, and I be- 
lieve the time is not far distant when 
the use of honey in every home will 
become as common as "household 
words."— Wm. Williamson.

Are Wages Too Low! 

[Lexington Pres?.] 
The wages of mechanics and labor- 
ers have fallen since the war to about 
two-thirds or one-half what they were 
from 1864 to 1866, and the salaries of 
clerks and persons filling similar posi- 
tions have fallen very little — perhaps 
23 per cent, will cover the reduction. 
The rent value of many descriptions of 
property has fallen from 50 to 75 per 
cent, from war prices. These are facts 
which almost everyone recognizes-and 
knows to be trjie, and there is a very 
general complaint of hard times as one 
of the results of this fall in prices. 
The other side of the question is very 
rarely considered. The present value 
of money, as compared with that which 
circulated iu 1864, is not thought of. 
The purchasing power of ten dollars 
now is equal to thtit of fifty dollars in 
1864. This assertion will, in all prob- 
ability, be denied at once by those who 
have not examined into the facts, and 
these we propose to submit in the fol- 
lowing tabler showing the prices of 
1864 and 1878. The list is varied, and 
includes a sufficiennnimber of urtictes 
of general use to represent pretty ac- 
curately the average prices of the 
present time :

I will give you $10 for your bargain." 
Of course MfT Farmer wants to make 
money ; and who is it that does not 
like the filthy lucre, ^especially when 
it lays around the streets and $10 bills 
can be picked up as easily as that? 
Parmer approaches Honig, asks him 
what he asks for said mules, and he 
responds : "My price is S200 for them, 
and I can get thatfor them, but I don't 
like the fellow that offered it, and don't 
fike to drove him abon t my stable ;lrat 
if you want them for that you may 
have them." Farmer pays down the 
9200, gets his prize and leads them off 
happy as a big sunflower in the thought 
that he has made 110 ; but when he 
comes to look for his man for whom he 
has bought, he is not there, and it is 
then for the first time that the gentle- 
man from the rural districts discovers 
that he himse!f has been sold — the 
muleB are worthless, and the best 
thing he can do is to get another cap- 
per, under the guise of a friend, to 
take them off his hands at about $50, 
and farmer is, say $150 poorer, but a

-In 1866, M: Cariller, of Vincennes, 
France, took two young pear trees, 
each of which was worked on the 
quince stock, and one of these, the 
Beurrede Aremberg 7 was made to serve 
the stock, while the other, the Beurre 
de Charneu, was grafted upon it in an 
inverted position, having its roots fully 
exposed to the air. The operation was 
performed in April, and during the 
summer the stock grew vigorously and 
bore two fruits, while the scion tree 
threw Out buds and shoots from the 
quince stock. To add to the complex- 
ity of the experiment, M. Carillet 
grafted four pear scions on the prin- 
cipal root3 of the quince, and two of 
these succeeded. The sap thus passed 
from quince roots through Beurre de 
Aremberg,thirdly through the inverted 
Beurre de Charneau, then through the 
quince again, and finally into the two 

varieties of pears.
